Most suburban observers feel the score ' 


on (he new Regional Transit Authority 
legislation Is Chicago I, suburbs 0. 


The next few years under RTA prom- 


ise no new services to suburban residents 
— only continuance of existing commuter ' 
and bus lines — white the Chicago Tran- 
sit Authority system may be overhauled. 


Transportation expert Richard Mi- 


chaels of the Transportation Center of 
Northwestern University is1 certain that • 
suburban residents won't get all they' 


want In an RTA. He says, however, that 
with proper, management, the six-county 
RTA can at least give the suburbs an 
alternative to the auto for getting to and 
from work. 


SUBURBAN legislators see a lot in the 


bill-that will help Chicago and little to 
help .the suburbs. Under, last-minute 
pressure in the Illinois General Assem- 
bly; a compromise bill was put together 
that left a lot of loopholes, local legisla- 
tors say. 
: Chicago will receive almost Immediate 
benefits from the bill through subsidies 


until the.RTA'Is formed.'The rest of the 
proposal will have to await the March 19 
referendum, when residents of all six 
counties will be asked if an RTA should 
be formed. 
. -Michaels said.he would be'extremely' 
surprised if the referendum'doesn't pass 
overwhelmingly.'.Many observers agree . 
with him, because all votes will be tal- 
lied together for the six counties; and the 
weight of a; heavy Cook County vote 
should be enough to carry it through. A 
few legislators fought for a referendum 
that would allow each county to decide 


individually whether It would participate, 
but their proposal was lost. 


STATE REP. Eugene F. Schllckman, 


R-Arlington Heights, says a protective 
measure.was altered that would have 
guaranteed that two-thirds of all money 
collected be spent in the county where it 
was collected. The "safeguard" now pro- 
vides only that the money be spent on 
services to the county. Thus, it could all 
be spent on rail lines only reaching Into a 
party of that; county, and not providing 
any local service. 


Michaels says many pitfalls await the 
new board. Based on his observations of 
other regional authorities in the east, for 
example, he said the RTA "doesn't guar- 
antee It will satisfy any of the suburban 
demands." 


In Philadelphia, each division — rail, 


bus and suburban'bus — operates Inde- 
pendently, competing for budget funding 
and operating much as they did before 
regional organization, Michaels said. 


"We should know within a year of the

Bus service use increasing 


Transit service in operation almost a year now; 


more passengers attributed to shuttle addition

After nearly one year of operation, the 


Wheeling village bus is attracting more 
passengers than it did when It started. 


The bus averaged about 41 passengers 


daily during the first two months of oper- 
ation, and then the number of people us- 
ing the bus declined steadily. The num- 
ber of passengers hit a low point during 
the summer when less than 800 people 
used the bus each month. 


When the new shuttle bus operation be- 


gan this fall, the number of passengers 
began to increase iharply. In one 
month's time, the number of people us- 
ing the bus jumped from 480 in August- 
September to 996 in September-October. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt said that 


during the month ending Nov. 18, the bus 
finally attracted more passengers than it 
had when the operation first began. Pas- 


solt attributed the increase to 1,261 pas- 
sengers to the addition of the shuttle bus. 


PASSOLT SAID village residents had 


not been using the bus because of big 
gaps in scheduling. "In the latter part of 
February, I reported that the main prob- 
lem with the bus service seemed to be 
that it took too long for the passengers to 
get home from the shopping centers," he 
said. 


To handle this problem, the village 


purchased the shuttle bus, which picks 
up passengers at the shopping centers 
every half hour end takes them to the 
bus stop of their choice. 


"I think, and It's a little early to state, 


it does appear the shuttle bus will ac- 
complish what I hoped it would," Passolt 
said. "When you give service, you get 
riders. Before we weren't giving ser- 
vice."

Flood-plagued residents of the Country

If that should prove Im- 
possible, he said he definitely plans to 
get the job done before the spring rains 
start. Spring and -summer rains cause 
the most flooding In the area.

the troublesome trees, Is being prepared 
by an attorney. It will then have to be • 
signed by the homeowners. 


The Prospect Heights Park District, 


which leases Commonwealth Edison Co. 
right-of-way property In the area, has al- 
ready, given its consent to the highway 
department And, in a related matter, 
the park district Is Investigating the relo- 


cation or replacement of a foot bridge 
put across the creek in Kiwanis Park, 
just couth of Palatine Road. 


Harold Kargenian, 1012 W. Wildwood 


Dr., a spokesman for the Country Gar- 
dens area, has told the park district that 
their Abridge acts as a dam in times of 
heavy rain. The bridge apparently is low 
enough to collect debris and the debris 
then blocks the flow of water. 


At least 20 homes in the area are af- 


fected, sometimes having as much as 
two feet of water after heavy rains. 


been a success. "If we can keep the 
volume at 1,000 or more a month, I think 
it is serving a function," he said. 


The bus, however, is losing money, but 


Passolt said this loss was anticipated. 
"You have to go kind of stow on these 
things because it Is something new," he 
said. "You know you're going to lose 
money at first, but you're providing a 
service and that's the idea." 


TO COVER THE COST of starting the 


bus service, the village has set aside 
$22,000 of federal revenue-sharing funds. 
Passolt is not sure exactly how much the 
bus is losing, but said he hopes the vil- 
lage will not have to spend the entire 
122,000 to cover the loss. .*. . 


"It's going to take two or three years 


to see if it's going to develop into a good. 
transportation system," Passolt said. He 
said after this trial period die village 
board win have to decide if the bus is 
worth continuing. 
. ' . ' ' • 


Several factors may Influence this de- 


cision in the next few years. For ex- 
ample, Passolt said the bus might fell 
under the authority of the Regional Tran- 
sit Authority or might become more im- 
portant because of the fuel shortage. 
"There's many areas where the picture 
can change rather rapidly," be said.' 


In evaluating the bus operation, Pas- 


solt said the village board will have to 
decide how much support to give the sys- 
tem. "You have to decide if you want it 
to be a money-maker, If you want It to 
break even,'(>• if you want to keep subsi- 
dizing H," he said. 


A more inunediate/problem, however, . 


will be whether to continue .the Saturday 
bus run. Passolt said in recent months 
there have been fewer passengers using 
the bus on Saturdays. "Saturdays are a 
bad day, which surprises me because 
'Saturdays used to.be our best day,? he 
said. "If the trend keeps,up, we wind up 
dropping the Saturday run."

The dwindling band of surviving Brit- 


ish World War II heroes and statesmen 
stepped unsteadily from thtf pages of his- 
tory Wednesday to honor Sir Winston 
Churchill, smoke his favorite cigars and 
drink his favorite brandy. 


The occasion was a luncheon In the 


chandellered, 
blue-and-cream 
rococo 


'ballroom of London's Savoy Hotel to 
launch the first publication of the rever- 
ed wartime leader's entire literary works 
in one 34-volume set 


Up to the high table unfalteringly 


stepped aging wartime heroes whose ex- 
ploits in the air, on land and at sea 
helped turn the tide against Nazi Germa- 
ny and its allies as Churchill led Britain 
through its "finest hour." 


They were Joined by a generation of 


ChurchlUs, from Sir Winston's 88-year- 
old widow Lady Clementine, frail but 
proud, to bis grandson Winston, 33, now 
a member of Parliament. - 


The eulogies to Churchill, eight years 


after his death, flowed as fast as did his 
favorite brand of champagne (Pol Ro- 
ger) and cognac (Hine) among the 400 
guests. 


Prime Minister Edward Heath, pre- 


senting Lady Churchill with the first vol- 
ume of the 945-pound $2,364 leather- 
bound, gold-embossed set, said "only 


'Julius Caesar matched Churchill's 
achievement in writing history and living 
it." 


Former Prime Minister Anthony Eden, 


now Lord Avon and the only surviving 
member of Churchill's war cabinet, said 
in a voice choked with emotion that Sir 
Winston was an "extraordinary man 
whose genius had few parallels." 


The affair sought to recapture every- 


thing Churchill loved: from his favorite 
brand of Havana cigars (Romeo Julieta) 
passed around after the meal, to the red ' 
roses and pink tulips decorating the ta- 
bles, to "Begin the Beguine" and other 
old favorites played by the Savoy Blue 
Room String Quintet. 


Guests included at least 12 retired war- 


time generals and 25 Battle-of-Britain pi- 
lots who with now -deceased comrades 
swept the Luftwaffe from the skies over 
Britain in 1940, earning from Churchill 
the accolade that "never in the field of 
human conflict was so much owed by so 
many to so few."

The Dow, which opened the year above 


the magic 1,000 level, lost 14.90 points to 
788.31. It was the lowest closing level 


since Nov. 27, 1970, in the midst of a 
recession, when the indicator hit 781.35. 


In little more than five weeks, the Dow 


has sagged 198.75 points, one of the 
sharpest nosedives ever. Declining issues 
outnumbered gainers about 6-to-l.

Truckers revolting against lower speed 


limits and higher fuel costs staged turn- 
pike blockades with their huge rigs in 
two more states Wednesday. In New 
Jersey, the National Guard was put on 
standby to dear highways blocked by 
the trucks.

The federal government, expressing 


concern, ordered on immediate in- 
vestigation of "alleged price gouging on 
truck fuel sales.'" 


On the third day of protests, long-dis- 


tance drivers used their tractor-trailers 
to block three, more superhighways and a 
vital East Coast bridge. Wednesday's 
trucker revolt In Indiana and Delaware 
brought to seven the number of states 
that have been hit. 


The truckers are protesting 50 mph 


speed limits, which they say use more 
fuel in long-haul trucks, and the soaring 
price of dlesel fuel, which has tripled in 
the past three months in some areas. 


U. S. Transportation Secretary Claude 


S. Brinegar said in Washington that in 


addition to a probe of fuel prices, the 
Office of Petroleum Allocation would re- 
view "the allocation of fuel supplies" at 
truck stops. 


Brinegar also said there would, be an 


investigation of the problems posed for 
truckers by sharply higher fuel costs. He 
urged truckers'to avoid any new demon- 
strations "while an effort is made to find 
solutions to the problems." 


The Delaware Memorial Bridge, which 


connects New Jersey and Delaware, was 
shut down for seven hours yesterday 
morning by the truckers' blockade. 
•There were monumental rush hour traf- 
fic jams in Ohio as more than '1,500 
trucks blocked traffic on three places on 
the Ohio Turnpike and two main roads 
into Columbus,- the state capital. 


Indiana State Police said between 80 


and 100 trucks blocked the east and west 
lanes of the Northern Indiana Toll Road

Nixon Very disturbed' 
at learning of tape gap

President Nixon was reported Wednes- 


day to have been "very, very disturbed" 
and "almost incredulous" to learn of an 
18-mlnute gap in one of his Watergate 
tapes. 


Nixon's reaction was described in testi- 


mony by .White House Chief of Staff Gen. 
Alexander M. Haig during U.S. District 
Judge John Sirica's continuing probe into 
whether there was tampering with the 
tapes. 


Haig said he himself broke the news to 


Nixon on Nov. 15, the day after he found 
out. He said he regarded the situation as 
so worrisome that he withheld the infor- 
mation from Nixon for several hours, 
then told him with another piece of bad 
news — that the tape was among the sev- 


en subpoenaed by Watergate prose- 
cutors. 


The tape is of a conversation between 


Nixon and Halg's predecessor, H. R. Hal- 
deman, on June 20,1972, three days after 
the break-in at Democratic national 
headquarters. 


Haig said he was "shocked and sur- 


prised" when he learned of the gap from 
White House lawyers, and Nixon ordered 
every effort to see if the tape could be 
reconstituted. 


Sirica, showing Impatience at getting 


an explanation for the tape gap, earlier 
recalled Rose Mary Woods, Nixon's per- 
sonal secretary, who repeated she 
thought she caused perhaps five minutes 
of the gap, and said there was no one on 
earth who would rather be able to ex-

UOTII STAVA and Bart J. McGarry, 


assistant director of the office of energy 
conservation In Washington, agreed that 


those using decorative lights should pay 
close attention to the wattage listed on 
the string of lights and make up for the 
usage by cutting back equal amounts of 
power usage. 


Neither man would endorse cutting 


back on power usage to allow outdoor 
decorative lights, but for apparently dif- 
ferent reasons. 


McGarry, when asked if his office ap- 


proved outdoor lights If homeowners 
made equivalent energy use cutbacks, 
would only say "the President has re- 
quested citizens not use outdoor light- 
ing." 


Stava affirmed that Commonwealth 


Edison supported the President's position 
but emphasized Christmas lights use "a 
relatively small quantity of energy."

watts of power each, or about 100 watts.

lights use even less power. A string of 25 
to 35 lights only uses about IB watts of 
power, said Stava.

ry Dist. 59 became the first district 
to revise its calendar earlier this 
week when the school board voted to 
resume classes Jan. 7. The two extra 
days of vacation will be made up at 
the end of the year. 


In the High School Dist 214 area, 


elementary school officials are wait- 
ing to see if the Dist. 214 Board de- 
cides to extend the Christmas vaca- 
tion before making the move them- 
selves. That board is to discuss the 
possible closing at its next regular 
meeting at 8 p.m. Monday in the dis- 
trict administration building, 799 W. 
Kensington Rd., Mount Prospect. If 
the Dist. 214 board votes to change 
its calendar to lengthen the Christ- 
mas vacation, it is likely most feeder 
elementary schools will follow suit. 


COMMENTING ON the possible 


action, Dist 214 Supt. Edward Gil- 
bert yesterday said that legally, "We 
can't just start changing our calen- 
dar and adding days on at the end of 
the year willy-nilly without paying 
our people over and above their 
regular contract." 


Therefore, Gilbert said, if Dist. 214 


schools remain closed Jan. 3 and 4, 
the district would count the vacation 
days against the five emergency 
days provided for in the calendar in- 
stead of extending the regular school 
year. 


"Whatever Dist. 214 does, Dist. 23 


usually follows," said Ed Grodsky, 
superintendent of that 
Prospect 


Heights elementary district. "If Dist. 
214 is closed down, it has an effect on 
us because it splits families." 


Elementary Dist. 21 Supt. Kenneth 


Gill agreed that action taken by Dist. 
214 would probably influence the de- 
cision of the Dist. 21 School Board. 


"IF 214 did it (extended Christmas 


Vacation), I would suspect we'd be 
inclined to do the same," Gill said. 
"Of course," he added, "it could 
work vice versa, too. If enough ele- 
mentary districts decide to stay 
closed, I'd think 214 would go along." 


Mount Prospect elementary Dlst. 


57 Supt Earl Sutler said there are 
presently no plans to close schools 
there, but, he said, "It's possible." 
If all the other area districts decide 


to extend the Christmas vacation, the 
Dist. 57 School Board may go along. 


Arlington Heights elementary Dlst 


25 officials said they nave not consid- 
ered changing the holiday schedule, 
while the subject is to be discussed 
by the Palatine-Rolling Meadows ele- 
mentary Dist 15 school board at its 
next meeting Dec. 12. 


The High School Dist 211 School 


Board has no plans to extend the 
holiday vacation and has made it 
clear that keeping schools open in 
that district this winter is of top pri- 
ority. 


DIST. 211 Supt. Richard Kolze said 


when cutbacks are made in the dis- 
trict's use of energy, "the daytime 
instructional program would be the 
last thing "that's affected." 


Dr. Richard Short, superintendent 


of Maine Township High School Dist. 
207, said schools there will reopen 
Jan. 4 as scheduled. Short said he is 
n o t c o n v i n c e d that suspending 
classes for the two extra days in 
January would save enough fuel to 
justify the move. 


"It's a question of priorities," he 


said. "We have to decide whether we 
want to save a few BTUs or provide 
kids with a minimal program of edu- 
cation in terms of days."

OM of tin •Oddest issues in education 


uvohres teacher evaluation. 


Anytime teachers and administrators 


and board members sit down to talk, one 
Issue that's almost bound to come up In- 
volves bow teachers, who operate alone, 
In classrooms, often behind closed doors, 
can be effectively evaluated. 


All sorts of proposals are put forward. 


flhntmt§ could be given tests and If they 
achieve, the teacher could get a gold 
star. Formal committees could sit in on 
classes. Or complex forms could be 
worked out 


The problem obviously won't be solved 


easily or quickly, because there are lots 
of questions — like just what do we ex- 
pect of teachers — that bavo to bo an- 
swered. 


But, 
while reading through this 


month's copy of "American Teacher," 
the newspaper put out by the American 
Federation of Teachers, a national teach- 
ers union, I found a teacher "self-rating 
scale" devised by an AFT member at 
California State University in San Dlcgo.

Fifth ex-official pleads guilty to bribery

Guilty pleas were entered yesterday by 


tho fifth of six former Hoffman Estates 
officials indicted on charges of bribery. 


Gerard L Meyer, 42, a former village 


trustee, pleaded guilty to two counts of 
accepting bribes, one of filing a false In- 
come tax return and one of conspiracy. 
Meyer, 307 N. Bothwcll, Palatine, is to 
bo sentenced Jan. IS. He could be sen- 
tenced to a maximum 20-year jail term 
and fined up to $40,000. 


Meyer was indicted Oct. 26 along with 


two former mayors, two other former 
trustees, Kaufman and Broad Inc., and 
former State Rep. Bernard M. Pcskin. 
All except PcsUn and former trustee 
Herbert C. Gibson now have pleaded 
guilty to a share of the charges they 
faced. 


Pcsldn and Gibson pleaded not guilty 


and are to appear in court Jan. 2 for 


scheduling of trials. Other charges 
against those who have pleaded guilty 
are to bo dropped when they are sen- 
tenced. 


THE INDICTMENT originally charged 


Meyer with 11 counts of bribery and one 
each of conspiracy and filing a false in- 
come tax return. It alleged he received 
bribes totalling $8,334 from Kaufman and 
Broad through Pesldn, the company's at- 
torney. 


Meyer was a village trustee from 1965 


to 1069, and Scbaumburg Township clerk 
from 1961 until he resigned In December 
1963. He Is now a vice president of Cook 
Electric Co., Wirecom Division, in Mor- 
ton Grove. He lived at 315 Milton Ln., 
when he held the village office. 


By the time Meyer appears before U.S. 


District Court Judge Frank J. McGarr 
for sentencing, four of his fellow former 
officials will already have been sen-

tenced. Roy L: Jenkins, 45; Edward F. 
Pinger, 46; James L. Sloan, 40; and How- 
ard (Jack) Noble, 52, 'are scheduled for 
sentencing Dec. IB. 


JENKINS HAS pleaded guilty to seven 


of the original 14 charges he faced, and 
could receive sentences up to 35 years In 
prison and $70,000 in fines. Pinger, Sloan 
and Noble each pleaded guilty to two 
charges, and each faces maximum pe- 
nalties of 10 years and $20,000 in fines. 


Jenkins, now a resident of Reseda, Ca- 


lif., was village mayor from 1965 to 1969. 
Pinger, now of Edmunds, Wash., was 
mayor from 1959 to 1965. Sloan and Noble 
were trustees from 1963 to 1971. Noble 
lives at 227 Milton Ln., Hoffman Estates, 
and Sloan at 2803 Northampton Dr., Roll- 
ing Meadows.

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Can kids grow up without school? 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A prcsldentta! 


panel says schooling should not be the 
only path for young people to Mow to 
adulthood. 


For all their simplicity, the recommen- 


dations by the Panel on Youth of the 
President's Science Advisory Committee 
represent a growing sentiment among 
higher education's theoreticians that new 
alternatives to schooling are needed. 


, These particular recommendations, 
such as Increasing the age mix in col-, 
leges and other advanced education In- 
stitutions, are specifically addressed to 
the 14-24 age group. But many of the 
Ideas hove been expressed before by the 
prestigious ' Carnegie Commission on 
Higher Education and other "think 
tank" organizations. 


"More striking than the racial and 


class, segregation that exists in Ameri- 
can high schools Is the degree that these 
Insltutlons act to segregate youth from 
adults and younger children, and even 
concentrate their relations to a single 
age grade," the newest report said. 


ONE-WAY TO increase the age mix 


and widen opportunities for young people 
would be to give them vouchers at age IS 
to be used at their discretion for educa- 
tion or training at any subsequent point 
in their lives. 


The vouchers could bo equivalent in 


value to the average cost of four years of 
college but could also be applied toward 


"a wide range of skill training as well as 
higher education." 


Panel chairman James S. Coleman of 


Johns Hopkins University said in a fore- 
ward to the report on "Youth:'Transition 
to Adulthood" that the length of school- 
Ing has Increased to the point that 
society should consider other routes to 
adulthood. 


"This task doai not imply the simple 


minded solution of doing away with 
schools," he wrote, "nor does it suggest 
Ignoring youth's need for education. 


"It implies rather a recognition that 


school is not identical to education, and 
that our proper goal, is the creation of 
rich and rewarding educational environ- 
ments for youth." 


ONE OF THE panel's major con- 


clusions was that society moved so effec- 
tively from the work era, in which young 
people were trained for the work world 
as soon as physical maturity allowed, to 
the schooling era that young people are 
kept out of the work force now as long as 
possible. 


"We believe it is now time for a third 


phase in society's treatment o£ its young, 
including schooling, but neither defined 
by nor limited to It," the report said. 


The new phase would be directed to- 


ward alternatives that emphasize the 
self-centered objectives of acquiring 
skills and knowledge and objectives that 
relate to responsibilities affecting, other 


persons. 


In the former, of course, economic in- 


dependence and Job opportunities would 


be emphasized. In the latter, experiences 
with persons different in social class, cul- 
ture and age would be emphasized.

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The environment: 
Northern Illinois: 
an energy guzzler

THE ELECTRIC ISLAND — it's a place where people are 


encouraged to guzzle energy, Ignoring the sea of power 
ihortagcs that surround them. In this mythical land, the low- 
est price for fuel goes to the biggest guzzler. 


Well, someday H may be a mythical land. Right now It's 


northern Illinois, the area served by Commonwealth Edison. 


It is true that the Edison people have been distributing 


booklets on 101 ways to conserve energy. 


Yet Edison recently announced that it's really OK to plug in 


the holiday lights as usual, despite the need to cut back elec- 
tric power usage In other parts of the country; It's explained 
that nuclear power and coal will supply most of the fuel 
needed for Edison generators, with the remaining amount 
from natural gas and oil. Never mind the possibility that 
Edison could feed the East Coast power network during peri- 
ods of severe shortages — after all, we've got what it takes 
for our service area. 


HOW ABOUT the rate structure assigning the small individ- 


ual electric power user a higher rate than the large industrial 
customer? And those special lower promotional rates for the 
customer using electric power for air conditioning and space 
heating? 


These are questions being asked by objectors in Com- 


monwealth Edison's current rate Increase case. The utility 
seeks a 12 per cent increase in service rates. 


At Illinois Commerce Commission hearings this week In 


Chicago, energy consultant David B. Large of Washington, 
D.C. said it's much less efficient to generate electricity for 
space heating than to use oil and natural gas in home fur- 
naces for the same purpose. Large testified on behalf of sev- 
eral objectors in the case, including Mrs. Lee Botts. The 
inefficient use of oil and natural gas by Commonwealth Edl- 
mn is boosted by their promotional rates for space beating 
and air conditioning, contends Mrs. Botts. 


Edison contends it is promoting space heating to balance 


seasonal power demand. The peak use is now In the summer, 
air conditioning weather. "As long as they increase their 
summer load with promotional rates, the vicious circle will 
continue," said Mrs. Botts. Promotional rates increase the 
base load of power. This means that more generating capac- 
ity is needed, and more money to finance the expansion. And 
it all ends up as higher service rates, says Mrs. Botts. 
Club urges gas cutback 


FUEL CONSERVATION will pay off for motorists, says the 


Chicago Motor Club. In a coordinated effort with other Ameri- 
can Automobile Association groups, club president Gerald 
Cavanaugh urges a 25 per cent voluntary cutback In individ- 
ual driving. The alternatives are gas rationing or prohibitive 
now gas taxes, or both. 
Tourist loss due? 


CHICAGO COULD BE A big loser in the conservation drive. 


Frank Sain, president of Chicago Convention and Tourism, 
Inc., said the proposed ban on Sunday gas sales and the 
Administration's "crisis management" of the energy shortage 
will have a "catastrophic effect on tourism, not only in Chi- 
cago, but also across the country." He wants tour excursion 
and recreation services Included on the federal priority list 
for fuels. Panic pronouncements are unnecessary, said Sain, 
adding, "There Is already enough fear in the land without 
creating chaos through hysteria." 
Air pollution deadline nears 


THE DEC. 15 deadline is approaching for the federal pollu- 


tion agency to effect regulations for complex sources of air 
pollution. Also referred to as indirectsourccs regulations, the 
proposal would affect most major commercial and Industrial, 
highway and recreational projects now in the planning stages. 
Review standards would be set up to determine the potential 
effect on air quality caused by proposed developments. 
Shut off those lights! 


RETAILERS ARE responding to the energy fuel shortage 


problem: Gregory Smith, chairman of the Smith-Allan Corp. 
which owns the Great American Galleries in Mount Prospect, 
calls upon other merchants to join him in turning out at least 
one half their lights to conserve energy. "If a fine arts gal- 
lery which depends heavily on good lighting can turn off half 
its lights, anyone and any firm can, as a courtesy to ail of 
us," he said.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - John Muller, 


an Interior Department employe, has 
been compiling conservation suggestions 
for 15 years. Now, he thinks, is the time 
to put them to use. 


A list of 300 of Mutter's recommenda- 


tions was placed in the Congressional 
Record Oct. 30 by Sen. Hubert H. 
Humphrey, D-Minn. 


The following are some of the tips ex- 


tracted from Midler's list: 


Residential: 
• Insulate 'attics of existing homes to 


at least 6 inches and walls to 3 inches. 


• Weatherstrip and caulk all houses. 
• Plant deciduous trees and vines on 


south and west sides of homes to provide 
protective shade against summer sun. 


• Require that all roofs of new build- 


ings be light in color. 


• Eliminate tax advantages now en- 


joyed by people living in single-family 
houses to encourage people to live in 
multi-family dwellings that require less 
energy for heating and cooling. 


• In winter reset home heating ther- 


mostats to 70 degrees In daytime and 60 
degrees at night In summer, raise ther- 
mostat settings to 78 degrees 24 hours a 
day. 


• Wash dishes by hand in lieu of using 


a dishwasher. 


• Minimize use of hot water for wash- 


ing clothes. .Wash in cold water using a 
modern cold water detergent. 


• Educate Americans to turn lights off 


when the last person leaves a room. Chil- 
dren are especially prone to forget to do 
this. 
. • Adopt Daylight Saving Time in win- 
ter and double Daylight Saving Time in 
summer. 


• Use lighter colors for walls, rugs, 


draperies, furniture, to reduce amount of 
artificial lighting required. 


• Unplug all existing quick-on tele- 


vision sets when not in use. 


Transportation: 
• Install radial tires on an vehicles. 


• Do not fill gas tanks over one-half 


full.• When stopped in traffic while going 
up a hill, don't use accelerator to keep 
the car from rolling back. Use the brake. 


• When stopping for more than a min- 


ute, turn off the engine. 


• Keep tires properly inflated. Under- 


inflated tires wake fuel 


• Ban automobile and boat radng. 


These races themselves consume fuel; 
they stimulate interest in fast travel, fast 
cars and powerful engines, all of which 
is in the direction of higher fuel con- 
sumption. 


• Provide bicycle paths in cities and 


suburbs. 


General: 
• Buy products made of recycled ma- 


terial whenever available. 


• Buy products made of natural mate- 


rials in preference to those made of man- 
made materials; manufacture of wood or 
cotton garment requires less energy than 
one made of synthetic fiber.

providing Input" during Informal salary 
discussions with the administration, she 
said, and "their position was not accord- 
ed the same kind of exposure to the 
board that it would have liked." 


"With a faculty as large as this, as 


diverse as this, there has to be a more 
formal approach to the annual negotia- 
tion of salaries," said Mrs. p««Hnp, The 
faculty wants to be recognized as "ma- 
ture, responsible people — profes- 
sionals," she said, and they want to "dis- 
cuss professional conditions that include 
salary and fringe benefits." 


Salaries recommended by the adminis- 


tration and approved by the board last 
year "In general were not agreeable to 
the faculty," said Mrs. Hastings. The ad- 
ministration last year would not hear.a 
presentation the faculty had prepared on • 
tho new contracts, she said. Mrs. Hast- 
ings stressed that the faculty has "no 
hostility" towards the administration, 
and It feels it can "work with and 
through the administration" in a formal 
bargaining procedure. 


THE FACULTY committee's proposal 


for a bargaining procedure calls for 
equal participation from the faculty com- 
mittee, the board of trustees, and the col- 
lego administration. An alternative pro- 
posal calls for negotiations between the 
faculty and the administration with rec- 
ommendations to the board of trustees. 


Tho salary schedule ranges from $8,300 


to $22,000 this year at Oakton, and spans 
four academic ranks, instructor, 'assist- 
ant professor, associate professor and 
full professor. Faculty members are as- 
signed salary merit rating through an 
annual evaluation by the administration.

was one of two sites recommended for a 
permanent campus by the college's citi- 
zens' committee last summer. The other 
is the temporary campus at 7900 N. 
Nagle Ave., Morton Grove. 


ONE MAJOR objection to the Central 


Road site from Oakton trustees and 
members of the committee is that it is 
not centrally located in the college dis- 
trict and students in the eastern part of 
the district would have to drive long dis- 
tances to the campus. 


Loska said the traffic pattern In the 


college district is basically from the 
northwest to the southeast toward down- 
town Chicago. If the RTA sets up trans- 
portation routes along these lines, the 
Central Road site would be more acces- 
sible to students in the eastern part of 
the district, said Loska. Since gasoline is 
in short supply more students will prob- 
ably be using public transportation, he 
said. 


During Tuesday's meeting Loska also 


criticized a report by Oakton board 
chairman Paul Gilson, which advocates 
annexation of four North Shore High- 
School districts to Oakton. The report 
wa» presented to the Illinois Community 
College Board for its consideration as it' 
places the North Shore in a college dis- 
trict. 


Loska called the report a "masterpiece 


of vengeance" and said it "lacked objec- 
tivity and was biased." Certain Informa- 
tion was left out of the report to make a 


stronger case for annexation, he said. 


IN THE REPORT Gilson offered North 


Shore residents "a seat at the board 
table and committee representation" un- 
til the next college board election if the 
North Shore annexed to the college. Los- 
ka said that offer is "a power the chair 
does not have." The entire board would 
have to agree to representation of the 
North Shore, he said. 


Loska also complained that .two sites 


brought to the board's attention by Wall- 
ace Lleberman, member of the citizens' 
committee, have not been investigated 
by the board. One is the Metropolitan 
Sanitary District sewage treatment plant 
in Skokle at the southeast corner of the 
college district. Lleberman also asked 
the board to consider a Nlles Township 
high school for Oakton's campus. 


Loska said the board does not have in- 


formation on these sites because it has 
not investigated them. "Any legitimate 
request from anybody in our area should 
be followed through," be said. 


Gilson said Tuesday night that any ne- 


gotiations to aqulre property from a 
high school district "would have'to be 
done in confidence. I'm not sure we 
should make every contact public." 


In recent months college officials have 


repeatedly denied that they are consid- 
ering a high school for Oakton's campus 
or that they have entered into negotia- 
tions with high school officials in either 
Maine or Nlles townships.

It Is impossible today, and perhaps for 


all time, to comprehend just how crippl- 
ing the whole sordid mess has been to 
individual fortunes, the Republican Par- 
ty, and the nation.

It Is said, for instance, to have scuttled 


an impending merger between con- 
servative Republicans and Democrats in 
the U.S. House of Representatives which 
would have given them the upper hand. 


Some see it as the single factor, 


through indirection, which destroyed the 
Senate ambitions of Donald Rumsfeld, 
one of the few men in the Nixon adminis- 
tration of whom it was often repeated, 
"At least, HE certainly had no con- 
nectlon with Watergate!" 


What it has done to the credibility of 


the presidency — not just the President 
— is dismal to contemplate, and the im- 
plications of an almost complete lack of 
faith in the White House, as the nation 
enters a period of economic disruption 
bordering on depression, are equally dis- 
turbing. 


According to U.S. Rep. Philip M. 


Crane, R-l2th, one of the leading con- 
servatlves in Congress, the Watergate 


revelations came at a time when major 
strides were about to be made in the con- 
servative cause. 


According to Crane, an estimated 60 to 


70 Democrats, with the understanding 
that they would face no serious Republi- 
can opposition in future elections, were 
prepared to come out of the closet and 
join their conservative soul brothers on 
the Republican side. 


Their votes would have enabled GOP 


conservatives to elect a leadership team 
in the House which Crane foresaw as 
Gerald Ford of Michigan as speaker, Les

Schools need energy flexibility 


One of the continuing problems 


with the energy crisis is that cv- 
c r y o n e seems to havo con- 
tradictory advice for everyone 
else. 


That was the dilemma local 


schools found themselves In last 
week as State School Supt. Michael 
Bakalis and Cook County School 
Supt. Richard Martwick handed 
out contradictory advice on what to 
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do with building temperatures. 


Bakalis said 
school 
officials 


should turn their thermostats to 68 
degrees and also suggested schools 
might want to close in January to 
save fuel. 


Just a few days Inter, Martwick 


announced that turning the ther- 
mostats to 68 degrees might endan- 
ger children's health — he said 
school officials should keep them 
set at 70. 


Somehow it seems as though the 


point of all these pronouncements 
has little to do with education or 
r: 


with energy conservation. Bakalis 
and Martwick, like many politi- 
cians in this crisis, seem to be 
headline grabbing. 


The problem this creates for 


school officials — and for parents 
who have to decide what their chil- 
dren should wear each day — is 
obvious. But, even so, the course 
that most schools in this area have 
taken so far seems to be wise. 


Most school officials have started 


studies to find ways to reduce ener- 
gy consumption without harming 
their students or their educational

programs. They are considering 
such things as whether turning off 
lights 
might 
overload 
heating 


plants and whether all bus routes 
are necessary. 


That is a constructive way to ap- 


proach the problem. Schools, as 
other institutions in our society, 
are going to have to make changes 
to cope with the crisis. But to make 
intelligent changes, study and care 
are needed. The one thing the 
schools do not need is "help" in the 
form of unthinking, arbitrary ad- 
vice such as Bakalis and Martwick 
are handing out. 


After all, Martwick's edict that 


the schools be kept at 70 degrees 
may make sense in old, drafty 
buildings, but in newer buildings, it 
may be possible to turn thermo- 
stats down below 68 without having 
the overall heating of the building 
suffer. 


That Is the kind of flexibility 


schools need. They don't need the 
kind of advice that has been far too 
common lately.

Arends of Illinois as majority leader, and 
Joe Waggoner of Louisiana as whip. 


As circumstances permitted in their

Nebulous though it is, the relationship 


of Chapin to Rumsfeld thus established a 
shadow of a link to Watergate for politi- 
cal foes to hammer at. Any breath of 
knowledge of Watergate is damning hi 
this political year. 


As for the President's credibility, one 


can only wonder at the skepticism with 
which the American public has greeted 
the President's appeals on measures to 
meet the energy crisis.

telling of the "tremendous cooperation" 
which had greeted his plea for motorists 
to reduce their speed, I was in the midst 
of a sea of automobiles whipping along 
the Illinois Tollway at about 75 m.p.h.

us. 


To 
some onlookers our accom- 


plishments so far may seem not too im- 
pressive. But when we recaH the old 
adage that "Little acorns produce giant 
oaks," we have a chance to accomplish 
greater tilings in the future. The greater 
things would come our way sooner if all 
seniors joined their hands and worked to- 
gether. For as Homer versified, "Light is 
the task where many share the toil."

WASHINGTON — After years of unre- 


mitting criticism of the armed forces for 
anything and everything done in Viet- 
nam, the military is basking in the 
praise it got for the arms airlift to Israel 
and hopes that a little of the good will 
will rub off on its budget. 


The Pentagon hasn't enjoyed too many 


public relations bonanzas in recent 
years. My Lai was a long way from Nor- 
mandy, and the Fill fighter-bomber 
didn't garner the kind of laurels that fell 
to the B29. 


The Israeli airlift certainly didn't quite 


have the emotional qualities of the 17- 
month Berlin airlift, where tattered Ber- 
liners looked up from the ruins of their 
city as the planes which once bombed 
them made hair-raising landings to bring 
them food and coal. 


But the Israeli airlift was deemed a 


great success. The Air Force delivered 
22,300 tons of arms, ammunition, medical 
supplies and spare parts to Israel during 
the month-long operation. 


Many liberal congressmen listed 


among the Pentagon's most caustic crit- 
ics are also among the staunchest mem- 
bers of the pro-Israel lobby — a fact that 
has not gone unnoticed in the Pentagon. 


Defense Secretary James R. Schlesin- 


ger long has advocated boosting the Air 
Force capacity for carrying cargo, which 
basically means building more transport 
planes. Thus, the Ah* Force hopes that 
the airlift to Israel will make Congress 
look more favorably on cargo planes. 


One proposal being floated is to reopen 


the C5A production lira at the Lockheed 
Aircraft Corp. in Marietta, Ga. The Air 
Force originally wanted 120 of these 
planes, the largest in the world. As the 
cost overruns mounted and the plane 
didn't turn out to be 21st Century wonder 
it was billed to be, the order was cut to 
81.

up until front-seat occupants have fas- 
tened their seat belts. 


VW spokesmen said the new automatic 


belt system is an effective alternative to 
tho proposed air bag. It will cost consid- 
erably less than the air bag system and 
provide greater occupant protection, they 
added. That is because air bags primar- 
ily protect occupants during frontal colli- 
sions while belts also offer protection in 
lateral and roll-over accidents. They also 
restrain occupants in low-speed impacts. 


TOTALLY PASSIVE - requiring no 


action by the user — VW's front-Mat 
automatic restraint system consists of a 
safety belt, which runs diagonally across 
tho user's torso from his "outboard" 
shoulder to his "Inboard" hip, and a pod- 
ded knee bar located beneath the dash- 
board.

Product safety chairman warns against unsafe toys 


As the door opens, it pulls the belt 


from the retractor and provides access 
to the interior of the car. When the door 
is closed, the retractor automatically 
takes up the belt slack and adjusts it to 
tho normal wearing position. 


Freedom of movement is permitted the 


"wearer" in all but emergency situations 
as a result of the system's emergency- 
locking, inertia-reel type retractor. When 
the drive reaches across the car to close 
tho opposite door, the belt pays out from 
its retractor as gradual pressure is ex- 
erted against it. When the pressure is 
removed from the belt, the excess length 
winds back. 


ANY SUDDEN deceleration of the car 


— whether druing a panic stop or colli- 
sion — immediately fecks up the belt, 
restraining the occupant The knee bar, 
made from foam-padded sheet metal, 
prevents the occupant from ^n<tipj for- 
ward under the duhbonrd. 


Part of the VW test fleet is being used 


in a study of general public acceptance 
of the system. Other test cars are being 
driven by Volkswagen employes to deter- 
mine the system's real-world effective- 
ness. 


The new system has a "disconnect" 


switch that prevents engine start-up un- 
less the belts are properly connected to 
the anchorages. Emergency buttons, lo- 
cated at the upper ends of the belts, pro- 
vide a quick release of the occupants if 
circumstances require.

WASHINGTON - Richard Simpson, 


chairman of the Consumer Product Safe- 
ty Commission, said recently store own- 
ers finally are taking the government's 
toy safety campaign seriously. But he 
said his agency will continue to fight un- 
safe toys, even if it means filling jails 
with violators. 


Simpson urged parents buying toys 


during the pre-Christmos season to use 
common sense and inspect toys closely. 
He said they should let his agency know, 
on Its toll-free telephone line, of any 
problems or questions. 


Simpson's agency, which took over re- 


sponsibility for all product safety six 
months ago, enforces regulations that 
nearly 1,500 toys have failed to pass. 
Those are listed in a commission booklet 
which inspectors are using to patrol store 
shelves. 


"LAST YEAR WHEN the Food and 


Drug Administration had tills program, 
it was fairly obvious that the retailers 
did not take them seriously because they 
had a widespread number of banned toys 
on the shelves... some 55 per cent of all 
retail stores visited had banned toys last 
year," Simpson said. 


"Most retailers thought it was a nui- 


sance — that It was somebody else's 
problem, generally pointing to the manu- 
facturer. 


"I think this year they are taking us 


more seriously. They really should. We 
mean to enforce the laws." 


Asked if the number of dangerous toys 


would be reduced, Simpson said he would 
accomplish that or "the jails'are going to 
swell." 


"One or the other will happen," he 


said. 


SIMPSON OFFERED this advice for 


toy buyers: 


"Use common sense. Don't buy a toy 


that's obviously too old for a child. On 
things to look for, I point out the things

that we look for in our regulations: sharp 
points, sharp edges, small parts that 
may be Ingested. Things that look like 
they are easily ignited and flammable. 
Those shouldn't be on the market and if 
anyone has a question we would hope 
that they would let us know. We'll In- 
vestigate these promptly and we hope 
that as time progresses that we will get 
a high degree of conformity with our 
regulations." 


Simpson said the agency's "hot line" 


for toll-free calls on complaints and ques- 
tions about all products including toys, 
received 600 calls in one recent week. 
The number is 800438-2666. Calls re- 
ceived during off hours are recorded and 
answered later. 


SIMPSON NOTED that bicycles rank- 


ed at the top of the commission's 
recently compiled list of consumer prod- 
ucts most likely to cause severe and 


frequent Injuries. He revealed that new 
safety regulations, still being prepared, 
will insist that bikes be safe even if put 
together by the average consumer. 


"We insist for the bicycle to comply, if 


it is to be assembled by the consumer, 
that it must be assembled with only a 
screwdriver and a pair of pliers, the 
kinds of things that the consumer will 
use. We test them against an average 
consumer assembly, and they must still 
be safe, assembled in that fashion," he 
said. 


He said the commission feels the same 


assembly-safety provision should be ex- 
tended to other put-together products, in- 
cluding toys.

11,000 in Illinois have $400,000 in refund checks coming 


The Illinois Deportment of Revenue 


has more than $400,000 In unclaimed 1972 
state refund checks that belong to thou- 
sands of taxpayers who cannot be lo- 
cated. 


According to Robert H. Allphin, state 


revenue director, more than 11,000 per- 
sons did not receive income tax refunds 
due them based on their 1972 forms. He 
said tho U.S. Post Office returned the 
checks to tho state marked "undeliver- 
ablo." 


Most of the missing taxpayers failed to 


notify the revenue department of a 
change in their adress when they moved. 
If the persons are not found, the checks, 
averaging about $37 per person, will be 
voided and the amount credited to those 
taxpayers' 1073 accounts. 


The checks have nothing to do with 


federal Income tax refunds due Illinois 
taxpayers. 


ALPHIN SAID taxpayers can claim 


their refunds by writing tho Illinois De- 
partment of Revenue, Undcllverable Re- 
fund Section, P.O. Box 3747, Springfield, 
III. 82708. 


They must Include their name, Social 


Security number and new address when 
writing. 


Allphin added that about the same 


number of taxpayers did not claim their 
1971 refunds entitled them at the time 
but that about half of them received 
their money when they filed their 1972 
returns. The other refunds were credited 
to the missing taxpayer's accounts.

Dave Snook was inspecting his wings, 


preparing to join the Jonathan Liv- 
ingston-types in the clear, blue skies 
above the Warren Dunes off Lake Mich- 
igan. Suddenly, and very rudely, a. 30 
mllc-an-hour gust of wind swept him up. 


Tumbling and rolling until his soil 


plopped down around him, Snook landed 
surprised and embarrassed but unhurt at 
the bottom of a SO foot hill. He wasn't 
trying to make like a bird. Not just yet, 
anyway. He was simply standing atop 
the dune, sizing up the situation when he 
was struck by the air power. 


He spit out the sand, sifting It first 


through his teeth. Dusting off his in- 
sulated, black ski jacket he shook the 
granules out from under his silver hel- 
met and goggles. 


If someone had been close enough to 


Snook when he came to a stop, they 
might have heard him mutter something 
like, "This just isn't the way It's sup- 
posed to be." And It wasn't. 


BUT THEN SNOOK, a Mount Prospect 


resident who teaches the newly caught- 
on sport of flying through the air., with 
the greatest of ease, never did think he 
or his half dozen fellow enthusiasts, some 
of them students, would be able to con- 
quer the blustering winds off the lako 
that day. 


It felt like a 30-below-zcro Hay at the 


dunes with the constant surge of air 
streaking off the lake. Snook and his 
mates could do nothing more than talk 
about the great things that happen to a 
flier when he sky sails the lofty heights 
for minutes at a time. They had been 
keyed up for jumping off a 130-foot high

mark and now they were turned back by 
Mother Nature. 


"Man has always wanted to fly," said 


the bearded, mustachioed Snook, who is 
also a snow skier. "It's a great feeling. 
It's a feeling of freedom." 


That's all well and good. But you've 


still got to get off the ground. The right 
way. 


SKY SAILING FIRST became popular 


In the early 1880s. A variation of a direc- 
tional parachute, the sail Is man-di- 
rected. All you do is hold on to the bars 
that are attached to the soil, get a good 
running start and JUMP! 


Sky sailing, according to Snook, pro- 


vides longer enjoyment to the jumper 
than sky diving. From a 500 foot high 
plateau, a flyer can travel a half mile, 
gliding for more than two minutes. It is 
similar to skiing, he said, because of the 
excitement. Actually, some people com-- 
bine the two. When they hit the snowy 
ground, their skis take hold and slide 
them the extra yardage. 


"Like skiing," said Snook, "sky sailing 


demands mental alertness. You're just 
piloting through the air rather than on 
skis." 


The sky sailer flto with the wind in his 


face, the perspective of the land and nat- 
ural surroundings and the people dashing 


below. It is described as "opening a new 
world In a third dimension" and just 
plain "exhilarating." 


THERE ARE TWO ways to sky sail. 


One is to take flight while being pulled 
by a voat or car, a very dangerous meth- 
od, Most experienced flyers prefer leap- 
Ing from a cliff or sand dune, preferably 
from 500 feet up or more, into a 10 to 20 
mile an hour wind. 
• Once In the air, according to Snook, it 
comes down to man against the world. 
Adjustments must be made in flight to 
ensure a successful journey, especially 
with rapidly changing shifts in wind di- 
rection and speeds 


"If I don't hear the wind in my sails," 


said Snook, "there Is something wrong." 


Up to 10,000 persons are flying the kite- 


like modes of transportation and the 
sport Is continuing to gain In acceptance 
— witness the sky sailing championship 
competition held yearly at -Kitty Hawk, 
N.C. Other major competitions 
art 


held across the country with 'the craze 
beginning to.spready fully to the Mid- 
west. 


It is with this In mind that Snook, as 


president, and Paul Malta, as vice presi- 
dent, established Chandelle Chicago, a 
sky sailing school affiliated with the sky 
soiling manufacturer In Colorado, Chan- 
delle Corp. The Chicago school Is located 
in Mount Prospect. 


MORE THAN 300 students have com- 


pleted the course at Chandelle Chicago, 
while another 400 are currently enrolled • 
or on the waiting list. More Instructors 
have been hired and other affiliated 
schools will be set up to meet the de- 
mand. 


Snook said he can teach a -person to 


sky sail within an hour and 35 minutes. 
The course costs $35 per each of the vari- 
ous levels of Instruction, depending on 
how advanced the student wants to be- 
come. Where the school makes its mon- 
ey, of course, Is through the sale of sails 
and other, equipment A fully-assembled ' 
kit costs $395; a sewn sail, $323; an un- 
sown sail, $285. 


Snook believes sky sailing trips from 


this area will become as popular as the 
weekend trips to Denver and other ski 
resort cities are now. He also believes 
more areas in the Midwest will be devel- 
oped to flyers. He said his school will 
help prepare h's students for the sky 
sailing boon by teaching them the basics 
of the sport. 


But after the basics, what's left? The 


distance record for an individual is 19.5 
miles. The longest flight Is'eight hours.' 
The highest altitude achieved is 1,400' 
feet. Some of Snooks's students,' who 
probably won't come close to any of 
these marks, will most certainly go fur- 
ther and longer and higher than they are' 
now capable. 


"A skier Is never satisfied with his 


achievements," said Snook. "A sky sail- 
>er won't be satisfied with his achieve- 
ments, either."

Interest in medallions now growing 


Travelers have long been warned 


against taking wooden nickels, but 
anyone who turned up a porcelain 
bant — an old Siamese coin — would 
find it "worth its weight in gold." 


Or platinum. Or even more than its 


weight in pewter, zinc, silver, cop- 
per, bronze or tin. 


It might also be exchanged for a 


coin made of ivory or coal, wood or 
salt, leather or tobacco — even rub- 
ber, 
though not the sort .that 


stretches. 


All these materials have been used 


in official coinage at some time in 
history, somewhere in the world, ac- 
cording to coin authority Leonard 
Stark, advisor to the Lincoln Mint 
and to the American Bicentennial 
Society. 


"Any material that's sturdy 


enough for handling and malleable 
enough to be stamped with a pattern 
has been tried out, at least, as cur- 
rency at some time or another," says 
Stark. "Even platinum was coined 
for a time hi Russia, until it became 
apparent that its rarity made it a 
little too precious for ordinary spend- 
ing money." 


STARK NOTES that medals and 


commemorative medallions "have a 
way of following coins" and have 
similarly been minted from many 
different materials. 


Just now, Interest of numismatists 


like Stark is focused on the medal- 
lions that herald the nation's 200th 
birthday. The Official 1973 Illinois 
American Revolution Bicentennial 


Medallion bears the likeness of an In- 
dian to highlight the state's early his- 
tory. It is available in either sterling 
silver or bronze. 


Only dealers in rare coins handle 


the currency made of exotic mate- 
rials, but hundreds of banks, savings 
and loan associations and retail 
stores have the Official Illinois Bi- 
centennial Medallion on sale, and a 
portion of each purchase price 
($12.50 for silver, $3.50 for bronze) 
goes to support the activities of the

• Walter Shlrlaw, prominent Illustrator 
of the 19th century, was commissioned 
by the Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
to prepare the original note design which 
he called simply "America." But the 
borders and denominational counters he 
posed failed to harmonize with the vlg- 
jiotte. Consequently those particular fea- 
tures were redesigned by Thomas F. 
Morris, chief of the bureau's engraving 
division. 


IT MAY BE Interesting to know that 


Mr. Shlrlaw also prepared a design for a 
proposed $10 note to be Included In the 
educational series. But contrary to popu- 
lar belief no plates were over made for 
f uch a note. According to present Bureau 
of Engraving records, no evidence can 
bo found to substantiate the belief that 
Shirlaw's work progressed any further 
than tho preparation of a die.

with you, the possible diagnosis can't be 
much of a shock to you. So, I would think 
the first thing would be to find out just 
exactly what you really do have. Then 
the proper treatment can be given. 


I would guess that the doctors believed 


you have a cancer that originated some- 
where else in the body, the breast or fe- 
male organs, and that was the reason for 
the male hormones. Maybe you just rep- 
resent 'a very successful treatment. I 
would certainly not advise you to stop 
the drugs without knowing with absolute 
certainty what your diagnosis' is under 
these circumstances. For.that reason, I 
must advise you to stay on'the treatment 
you have been on until your doctors tells 
you otherwise. Meanwhile I would have a 
frank discussion with him and see if you 
can't get a clear understanding of your 
diagnosis. 


The male hormones used in women for 


such problems tend to slow down or stop 
a cancerous growth originating from the 
female organs. They do tend to decrease 
the effects of female hormones and, in a 
nutshell, tend to cause masculine-like 
changes. They will cause the hair to get 


coarser, sometimes affect facial hair, 
and body characteristics and even affect 
the person's mood, perhaps causing a 
woman to be more aggressive. Sex drive 
can also be increased. Not withstanding 
these effects, in selected cases hormones 
can be very beneficial in treating diffi- 
cult medical problems. 


Several yean ago I had a thyroid oper- 


ation for a toxic goiter. I have been tak- 
ing Cytomel and don't understand the ef* 
fects of this drug or what I'm taking it 


for. It Is Inexpensive and I take only one 
a day. Would yon please explain the drag 
and what it does? 


Cytomel is a thyroid hormone. It is the 


more active form of the hormone and 
has a rapid action. 


Your doctor is giving it to you because 


he believes your thyroid gland is no long- 
er producing enough thyroid hormone 
since your operation. No doubt, most, if 
not all, of your thyroid gland was re- 
moved. This is the usual procedure. If 
the thyroid gland is rather completely re- 
moved, it is essential that thyroid 
hor- 


mone replacement be given. If you didn't 
take it you would develop problems re- 
lated to low thyroid function. 


The thyroid hormone is essential to 


normal life processes. It enables your 
cells to convert food to energy for all of 
the cell functions throughout the body.

Most believe 
'something 
ivrong': poll 


WASHINGTON (UP1) - A majority of 


the American people believe "there Is 
something deeply wrong In America," 
according to a nationwide survey re- 
leased Sunday. 


One fourth of those sampled said their 


disenchantment stemmed from a belief 
that "government leaders arc corrupt 
and Immoral." 


The results were contained In a survey 


of attitudes of the public and state and 
local government officials conducted for 
the Senate intergovernmental relations 
subcommittee by the Louis Harris polls, 
tors. 


Harris made a formal presentation of 


his findings at a subcommittee hearing 
Monday. 


THE POLL FOUND that the Amcrl- 


can people's loss of confidence in their 
government had reached "severe — even 
majority — proportions," but also be- 
lieved, government at all levels "can 
work effectively and well," 


The survey, conducted this fall, showed 


that 55 per cent of the adult public was 
"alienated 
and disenchanted, feeling 


profoundly impotent to influence the ac- 
tions of their leaders." 


It showed that public confidence In 


most government Institutions had de- 
clined "drastically" over the past six 
years while respect for the media had 
"risen markedly." 


Loss of trust In the executive branch of 


the federal government "has dropped .. 
. to the bottom of the Institutions tested 
In this survey," the poll report said. 


THE HARRIS SURVEY said for the 


first time since the 1968 assassinations of 
Martin Luther King and Robert Kennedy 
a majority of Americans — 53 per cent 
— felt "there Is something deeply wrong 
In America today, that these arc no or- 
dinary times of crisis." 


Twenty-five per cent blamed corrupt 


government officials, 14 per cent cited 
inflation and the high cost of living, 10 
per cent mentioned Watergate and 8 per 
cent said "the country Is going through 
too many problems all at the same 
time." 


Among government institutions, those 


Americans polled expressed more con- 
fidence in local government services and 
institutions than in state and federal. 


But state and local leaders surveyed 


disagreed with the public's view ,of a 
deepening crisis of confidence and saw 
crisis as an inherent part of the demo- 
cratic system.

THE REAL question for suburbanites 


is, "Will I bo able to change my lifestyle 
through mass transit, and how will these 
changes come about? 


The only answer so far, and it comes 


from all sides, is, "We don't know." 


Operators of existing transit systems 


arc In tho dark about their futures. Joseph 
Matron, spokesman for the Chicago & 
North Western Ry., could foresee only a 
continuance of tho same operations going 
on today, although tho RTA might pur- 
chase the equipment, valued at $60 mil- 
lion. He said the railroad would have to 


maintain tho rails for its freight use, 
wplch makes up 83 per cent of the C&NW 
business.

Morrcn said the RTA could be In full 


control of passenger service and sched- 
uling within two years, if it Is established 
properly. In the long run, he said, there 
may bo such Innovations as zone fares, 
and mini-buses that take commuters to 
and from the trains, avoiding the need 
for autos. 


CLAUDE LUISADA, owner of Mctron 


buses in Arlington Heights, has only been 
•In business two years, with bus service 
initiated last September. He doesn't 
know what will happen to his budding 
enterprise, but he said, "If I have to sell 
and I'm not allowed to operate it for 


them (RTA) afterwards, I'd be very dis- 
appointed. We've done a lot of devel- 
opment here on our own." 


John Hanck, president of United Motor 


Coach, says the now RTA bill provides 
nothing for new services. He said money 
tentatively allocated for suburban bus 
companies will only pick up current loss- 
es, and not provide new equipment or 
services. 


The RTA has a built-in guarantee that 


railroads will be purchased if they so de- 
sire, but Schllckman said there is no 
such provision for buses — another blow 
to the suburbs. , 


THE IDEAL system, according to Mi- 


chaels, would be an extensive network of 
bus routes that would go within a half or 


% of a mile of most suburban homes and 
take residents to the rail systems that 
fan out from the city. 


Michaels has also devised a long-range 


plan that would close the gap on the 
commuter problems facing increasing 
numbers of persons — getting from one 
suburb to another — Instead of from the 
suburbs to the city. 


His plan calls tor two circumferential 


rail lines to connect existing lines and 
bus routes. One line would be in the per- 
imter of the city, with the other farther 
out In the suburbs. But that is a-long fray 
off, he admits, and the greatest concern 
now is how effective the RTA will be in 
solving the short-range need for metro- 
politan mass transit.

HOLLYWOOD - Meet of the publi- 


cized problems of the nation's non-com- 
mercial television network concern'mon- 
ey and Independence. No one at the net- 
work — the Public Broadcasting Service

manship. 


If there Is too much checkered-vest 


thinking at the commercial video net- 
works — ABC, CBS and NBC — there Is 
not enough at the non-conmerclal coast- 
to-coast outlet, PBS. And, as has been 
suggested before, PBS cannot be consid- 
ered anywhere near a total success until 
It has earned more broad-based public 
acceptance through popular entertain- 
ment This la not to say PBS should turn 
huckster. It simply means there are 
many areas to explore between the ex-

trcmes of, say, "The Brady Bunch" and 
Intellectual snobbism.

BUT WHAT PBS docs not -have, un- 


fortunately — and needs desperately — 


is a super showman, a person who does 
not tut-tut at snobbish cocktail parties 
about popular video programs, who does 
not look down at mass entertainment and 
its performers, who sees the enormous 
importance of broad-based appeal to the 
long-range success of the public network. 


Such super showmen are not easy to 


come by. In fact, television's commercial 
networks could use some themselves.

"McIIale's Navy" and "Joey Bishop" 
which was a Danny Thomas show.

But it's a lot easier to get by with a 
mediocre programming mentality in 
commercial video because the limited 
number of networks — three — and their 
saturation power as an advertising outlet 
puts them in virtually an omnipotent po- 
sition. 


PBS and its stations, however, cannot 


afford the luxury of such dull and unima- 
ginative people in similar positions be- 
cause there is not the saturation and eco- 
nomic power to compensate for medio- 
crity in personnel. 


PBS runs a tight ship to begin with, 


and each piece of manpower must count 
more than at its commercial com- 
petitors. And I am a firm believer that 
one man can and does make a differ- 
ence. It takes only one or two genuinely 
popular series to hype the status of a 
video network. "The Forsythe Saga" 
gave some indication of that on PBS — 
and even gave the network a star, Susan 
Hampshire. But even "The Forsythe 
Saga" had limited popular appeal. 


PBS NEEDS AN impresario who, 


knowing he is short- on financial lure, 
finds a way to make PBS, or one or two 
of its series projects, irresistible to show 
business figures who could make things 
work. And if the financial problem is too 
much for him to overcome, be must be 
such a brilliant creative force and 
promoter that he can develop and put 
across the series projects without-estab- 
lished name talent. 


There is no reason for PBS to think it 


is impossible to have a series like "All In 
the Family." No one in "All in the Fami- 
ly" was a star before the series began. 
But the trouble with PBS is that it 
doesn't even think in terms of a project 
like "All in the Family."- 


It's easier to import another drama- 


tized classic from Britain so that people 
who remark that they usually don't 
watch television can say how wonderful 
such cultural programming is.

starring Tim Conway. 


"Wo all try to help one another out as 


"You can't 
find better people than Reiner, Leonard, 
Yorkin and Lear. They've been making 
great series for years."

Before starting your home, 
check builder's reputation 


NEW YORK (UPI) -You're in the 


market for a now bouse — a brand new 
house. 
. Perhaps you're about to build the 
dream house you've planned for so long 
— or you're going to have a bouse built 
from a model in a development — or per- 
laUon. 
latlon. 


All three situations call for attention to 


a point you can't often check out with an 
older home — the builder and his reputa- 
tion. 


"Because builders vary In quality Just 


as other human beings do, your builder's 
reputation should bo one of your most 
Important considerations," advises the 
National Association of Home Builders far 
its new publication, the "Home Buyen 
Guide." 


NAHB says, "Picking a good builder Is 


your responsibility," and suggests you 
should: 


• Ask the builder how be stands behind 


his work. Many builders will guarantee 
their work against defects for a'specified 
period of time, usually one year, after 
completion. Find out what is included in 
the warranty, and if he win act promptly 
on any items covered by the warranty 
that need adjustment or repair. Ask him 
what responsibility ho assumes for sub-' 
contractors and others who work for 
htm. 


• FIND OUT HOW long he has been in 


business. Usually, NAHB says, you are 
better off dealing with a man who has 
established a solid reputation. You can- 
check with your local home builders' as- 
sociation, banks, Chamber of Commerce 
and Better Business Bureau. 


• Ask previous customers about him. 


Knock on doors of people who have dealt 
with him and ask what they think about 
Mm, and his houses. Contented custom- 
ers are a good recommendation in any 
lino of business. Find out from them 
what they think of his customer service 
and post-sales performance. 


ONCE YOU HAVE satisfied yourself 


as to the reliability of your bulkier, you 
wilt benefit from dealing with him coop-

Once you 
have made up your mind on a point, try 
not to change it. 


You may want to visit the building 


site from time to time. When you do, 
keep out of the way of the workmen and 
follow established safety requirements. 
Feel free to ask questions of the builder, 
but don't wrangle with him on the Job. 
Don't issue orders on the spot If you feel 
a change should be made, put your in- 
structions in writing to the bulkier. If the 
change varies from the original agree- 
ment, expect to pay for it 


NAHB says it took a surrey this year 


of consumer attitudes toward new homes ' 
and the home building industry. R found 
63 per cent of home buyers feel com- 
petent to Judge the quality of new home 
construction and 70 per cent said they 
Judge construction quality by the way the 
building looks. 


THE ASSOCIATION urges new borne 


buyers not to rety solely on their own 
impressions; but to seek out a respon- 
sible builder and call in professional help 
if they have any doubts. 


Once the bouse is up and you are ready 


to move in, you'll want to talk further 
with your builder. 


Ho will probably explain to you tot no 


house can be perfect. Your new home, 
NAHB notes, will go through a period of , 
normal settlement and shrinkage. As the 
bouse "dries out," you may notfee hair- 
line .cracks, wood shrinkage, uneven 
floors, minor warping of Joints, tile shift- 
ing and plaster cracks.. 


Find out from the builder what taper- 


fections.you may expect reasonably, and 
ask him for advice on bow to treat them. 
Find out bow and when to report any 
defects covered by the warranty. The 
builder probably win ask you to put all 
requests in writing whenever possible. 
. Once you have taken title, your lender 
will expect you to continue to make regu- 
lar payments, no matter what defects 
you find in the bouse or who is legally 
responsible for correcting them. 


Before you take tide, NAHB suggests 


you: 


• Find out exactly what your warranty 


covers. If it is limited to corrections of 
structural faults and material failures, 
understand you are not getting a mainte- 
nance warranty. 


• Find out what "tests" the bouse has' 


passed. The bulkier wffl tefl you if ti» 
house has been inspected by your lender, 
VA or FHA, or by local inspectors to de- 
termine that «he bouse was built to stan- 
dards which meet city, county or otter 
building codes. 


IF, PARTICULARY IN rural areas, a 


house is not subject to compulsory in- 
spection, you may wish to bin en engi- 
neer or professional borne inspection spe- 
cialist to took'it over before you sign a 
contract 


Get from your builder tips on pre- 


ventive maintenance. Except for the 
builder's warranty work, on the day you 
move in the builder's responsibUity ends 
and your obligations as a homeowner be- 
gin. 


Ask the builder or one of his repre- 


sentatives to "waft through" the bouse 
with you on delivery day to check (bat 


all that was promised has been done. A 
careful noting at.this time of the condi- 
tion of floors, walls, ceilings, doors, win- 
dows, cabinets, plumbing fixtures, walks, 
drives and yards will help to eliminate 
the question of whether a flaw detected 
after you move in was something the 
builder overlooked or was caused by you. 


Be sure you have warranties and In- 


struction booklets for all equipment and 
appliances and are familiar with things 
such as the operation of beating and air 
conditioning systems, where to shut off 
electricity and water.

There's more than one 
way to silence a floor 


A squeal:? floor la annoying but It'* 


ono annoyance that can be remedied 
without too much trouble. Squeaks occur 
in older home* as floor boards become 
loose with age, In newer homes'as they 
become loose due to shrinkage, warping 
or poor workmanship. 


Understanding bow a floor Is construct- 


ed will help you understand the repair 
procedures. The floor consists of two 
parts — a sub-floor of wide boards that 
are nailed to the Joists and, on top of 
this, a finished floor made of narrow 
strips of hardwood. Joists are wood 
beams that support the floor.'' 


The narrow floor boards fit together 


with a tongue-and-groove construction. 
This allows them to fit tightly together. 
Nails are driven In at an angle along the 
tongue. ' 


The finished floor is installed at right 


angles to the Joints. The sub-floor, If it 
consists of wide boards rather than 
sheets of plywood, is nailed diagonally 
across the Joists. 


WHEN THERE aren't enough nails or 


the nails become loose the flooring will 
rnovtk and squeak. A board becomes 
looMrnnd the obvious remedy is to make 
It tight again. Finished flooring pulls 
loose from sub-flooring, or sub-flooring 
pulls loose from Joists or there may be a 
combination of the problems. 


If the squeaking is slight you might be 


able to slam the floor back to when It 
belongs. Use a block of wood (to protect

the floor) and a hammer and pound the 
boards wherever they squeak. Often this 
win reset the original nails. 


It's likelier though that you will have 


to add nails. Use a three-Inch finishing 
nail and drive it through the floor and 
into the Joists. Tap the floor with your 
fist or a mallet to find the Joists. A solid 
rather than a hollow sound indicates a 
Joist Once you have found one, measure 
to locate the others. They are generally 
IB Inches apart, measured from the cen- 
ter of one to the center of the other. 


While you can nail Into the sub-floor 


without bothering with the joists'it will 
not be as good a repair. Use a drill bit 
slightly thinner than the nails to drill pi- 
lot holes to avoid splitting the wood with 
the nails. Drive the nails at an angle so 
they form a V as they go through the 
wood. Drive the nail most of the way, 
then finish with a nail set and fill the 
bole with wood putty. 


WHERE A FLOOR is open underneath, 


as in the ground floor over a basement, 
work the cure from below. Have some- 
one walk on the floor while-you look for 
the loose boards from below. Mark them. 
Then drive thin wedges between flooring 
and the Joists. This will tighten the floor. • 


You can also cut pieces of 2x4's so 


that they fit snugly between the Joists. 
Drive nails through the joists and into 
the new braces. 


You can also brace the floor by placing 


lengths of 2x4's or 2x6's against the* 
underside of the floor and pushed up 
tightly against the joists. Then nail the 
strips to the joists.

Subdivisions gaining

ground in Illinois 


Subdivisions are gaining ground in nil- 


mis this year — accounting for 27.4 per 
cent of all farm land sold in 1973 for non- 
agricultural purposes. 


This figure compares to a 26 per cent 


level for the Com Belt — Illinois, In- 
diana, Iowa, Missouri and Ohio — and a 
national average of 43 per cent, accord- 
ing to Durand A. Hoiladay, managing 
trustee of Continental Mortgage .In- 
vestors, Boston. 


Present projections for 1974 indicate a 


sizeable increase in subdivision usage of 
all form land taken out of agriculture. 


Hoiladay adds that the Illinois land- 


scape Increasingly reflects this trend in 
land use. He points'to: 


Growth of residential communities 


with single-family home and townhouses. 


Migration of people from rural areas 


into suburbs. 


Increased demand for shopping centers 


and facilities to meet the needs of the 
burgeoning suburban population. 


AS FOR OTHER use of non-agrlcul- 


tural acreage, Holladay says that "14 per 
cent of the land taken out of farming will 
be put into commercial or industrial use 
— construction of stores, offices and 
•apartment buildings and plants." ' 
. 


Holladay comments further that ,tbe 


brisk pace of commercial building is in 
direct response to the demands of the 
suburban populace. However, the devel- 
opment of facilities and, amenities to 
serve these communities simultaneously 
attracts new residents.' 
• 


"It is this cyclical effect - the Inter-

work except for plastering which they 
subcontracted.

Know what you want in land purchase 


NEW YORK (UPI) -"Buy land. They 


ain't making any more of the stuff," said 
Will Rogers. 


In recent years folks have been taking 


the advice to heart — most for weekend, 
holiday and vacation use; some for In- 
vestment. 


What Will Rogers didn't say, James M. 


Reed, president of The Branlgar Organi- 
zation, docs: "For whatever reason you 
want that 'little place in the country/ 
there are things to know and and pitfalls 
to sidestep — In buying land." 


Reed, whoso company has been in 


land-development for more than SO 
years, notes that vacation and second 
homos now comprise one of the fastest- 
Browing segments of the housing market 
There now are about two million second 
homes In the United States, and the num- 
ber may Increase by more than a million 
during the 1970s, ho said. 


For those thinking of buying, whatever 


the reason, Reed has some suggestions: 


ABOVE ALL. he says, know what It Is 


your family really wants — seclusion, a 
place to camp, or to be part of a full- 
sea lo recreational community. Define 
your needs and determine bow much you 
can afford to pay. 


After you know what you want, and 


your financial limits, make a list of prop- 
erties to visit Then do some careful 
comparison shopping. Do not allow your- 
self to be pressured into anything. Don't 
make a decision on the spot Always 
think ft over away from the actual scene 
before signing anything. 


No matter how Interesting property 


may seem in a brochure, never, abso- 
lutely never, buy land sight-unseen, Reed 
emphasized. Always visit the actual site 
you plan to buy. Never buy over the tele- 
phone. "If you think this is impossible," 


Reed said, "you're wrong. A fantastic 
amount of land is sold this way. Don't 
fall for it." 


In visiting a particular site with a 


salesman, study the plat map. Walk all 
boundaries and check stakes to make 
sure they are properly numbered. Make 
a checklist and take notes so you can 
compare it with le*s in other devel- 
opments. 


REED EMPHASIZES the Importance 


of knowing your developer. "Find out 
how long he has been in business, what 
other projects he has developed, how 
successful they are. A new developer 
may do a good job but usually It is eas- 
ier, and safer, to deal with an estab- 
lished, reputable firm," be said. 


"Check his financial stability, his repu- 


tation. In P development where recrea- 
tional facilities are provided, make sure 
the developer has a plan for operating 
and maintaining the amenities — 
swimming pool, tennis courts, clubhouse, 
etc. — and to provide for management 
after he leaves the development." 


Reed notes a salesman's approach of- 


ten Is a clue to the treatment you can 
expect as a property owner. He suggests 
some things to watch: 


Is he licdnsed to sell real estate? Does 


he live In the development or nearby? If 
so, Reed notes, he has a reputation to 
uphold in the community. Is he courte- 
ous? What seems to be his primary moti- 
vation — serving your needs or earning 
an easy commission check? Most land 
salesmen, Reed says, work on a straight 
commission basis. 


IF YOU HESITATE in making a deci- 


sion, does he become abrupt or abusive? 


Reed warns of the "switch." You came 


to see a low-priced tract that was 
advertised, find It has been sold, but 


more expensive land is available. Anoth- 
er danger signal, he warns, is a price 
that drops sharply as you dicker. 


Any developer selling subdivisions of 


50 or more tots through Interstate com- 
merce must register with the HUD 
(Housing and Urban Development) Of- 
fice of Interstate Land Sales Registra- 
tion. Obtain a copy of this registration,, 
or if the land you are interested in need 
not be registered, check the following 
points on your own: 


Name of developer, subdivision, num- 


ber of lots offered. Zoning and tax infor- 
mation. Number, typo .and size of_pro- 
posed amenities, with expected com- 
pletion date. Location and proximity of 
schools, shopping centers, churches, bos- • 
pltals' and public transportation. Munici- 
pal services such as police Mid fire pro- 
tection. Information about roads and 
public access, and information pertaining 
to the property, such as land use, build- 
ing restrictions. 


DO NOT SIGN A contract, Reed em- 


phasizes, that does not spell out in writ- 
ing everything the salesman told you. 
Have your lawyer check the contract be- 
fore signing. 


Be sure you understand every paper 


pertaining to'the sale. If you don't under- 
stand, keep asking questions until each 
and every item Is covered to your satis- 
faction. Be sure you understand the 
interest provisions, and check on assess- 
ment fees. 


These fees cover property owners' ser- 


vices, such as water and sewage dis- 
posal, and may or may not be part of the 
contract. If not, get an estimate in writ- 
Ing of how much they will be. 


Make sure the property not only is 


something you can afford, but that it sat- 
isfies your needs.

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Home remodeling 
can be a dream 
-or a nightmare 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Homo remodeling can be the dream 


como true — getting (ho house you want at a price you can 
afford — or It can bo a nightmare that costs a fortune and 
leaves you dissatisfied. 


Which it turns out to bo depends upon having a clear idea 


of what you want; a realistic Idea of how much it will cost; 
and n solid idea of what you can and cannot do yourself, says 
George Montgomery, the actor-producer who is es well 
known for his showplocc homes and custom-built furniture as 
for his film accomplishments over the past 25 years. 


Montgomery, now a consultant on wood finishing to Johnson 


Wax, has remodeled the homes of many Hollywood stars. 


MONTGOMERY SAYS A would-be rcmodclcr can save 


himself many a costly headache by selecting the right house 
to begin with. "If a couple has definite ideas of the kind of 
house they wont, they should buy one that comes close to 
their ideal. 


"If they buy a house because they like the countryside or 


something other than the house itself," he says, "all of a 
sudden they'll find they're living in a house they really don't 
like. It will be a major operation to reconstruct it into some- 
thing closer to what they wanted in the first place." 


MONTGOMERY WARNS that an older house usually de- 


mands expensive and complicated renovation — work that 
could have been avoided, or at least minimized, if the buyer 
hod selected a new, even If more expensive, house. 


WHEN MONEY IS no object, he says, the problem is just 


knowing what you want and finding someone to do It, no easy 
task at that. But when a budget is involved, he says, many 
homeowners start their remodeling in a haphazard way and 
seriously underestimate the problems and costs involved. 


"Many people don't realize It costs money just to tear 


something down and that it costs again when they reconstruct 
the same thing to suit themselves. In remodeling, everything 
is doubly expensive," ho warns. 


Many people are tripped up when they start tearing some- 


thing apart, only to find they are more or less guessing at 
what It is they really want. 


"Then, too," ho said, "unless a person is experienced in 


remodeling, or takes extreme core In planning, checking ev- 
ery step carefully before he begins a project, he can get into 
a situation that's over his head and may cost him a fortune." 


IF MODERN CONVENIENCES ore desired, an older house 


can bo very costly," the designer said. "In fact, installing 
them may cost as much, or even more, than it would have to 
buy a house which already had these features. The older the 
house, the more complicated and expensive the renovation." 


Invariably, Montgomery says, anyone who buys a house to 


remodel finds plumbing and power are inadequate. Both are 
major jobs which should not bo undertaken by an in- 
experienced person. 


While the do-it-yourselfer can reduce remodeling costs, 


Montgomery cautions he should havo a realistic Idea of just 
what he can da safely as well. As a rule, this means a profes- 
sional for plumbing and electrical work. 


The rcmodclur of relatively modest skills, Montgomery sug- 


gests, might do well to start with jobs such as minor replas- 
tcring, rchanglng cabinet doors, replacing tiles or planking, 
painting, papering, rcflnlshlng wood panels. 


Ho should take his time, and not be too bothered by mistak- 


es at first He should allow himself a period of trial and error 
— but ho shouldn't drag out the job forever. If he's going to 
do something, ho should do it. Finish It." 


MONTGOMERY URGES the homeowner who is serious 


about remodeling and who has the timo — and it is time- 
consuming — to take a shop course in plumbing or electrical 
work or wood work. Ho also strongly recommends reading. A 
lot con bo learned from a good book and pcrservcrance — 
particularly if you start with the jobs where safety is not a 
factor. 


Montgomery urges a rcmodeler to do his planning well, to 


look into tho wide range and variety of materials available, 
many of them planned with tho do-lt-yourscJfcr in mind. 


"There are hardware stores with thousands of little items 


that can make remodeling and decorating very interesting 
and rewarding," ho says. "There- are things around today 
that were not dreamed of 25 to 30 years ago. It's just a 
matter of acquiring tho know-how." 


Ho recommends regular reading of the homo and decora- 


ting books and magazines, to keep up on what's new and get 
Ideas. 


FOR THE REMODELER who decides to call in profes- 


sional help, Montgomery again urges "look before you leap.' 
"Beware of tho high cost of materials and, particularly, la- 
bor." 


Ho says: "If you have someone else doing the work, you've 


got to bo especially careful. If tho workers are apprentices, 
or a bit dishonest, tho job could cost a fortune. If tho work is 
poor, It means doing It over — and paying for It again. 


"Even if the workers ore honest and do a good job, it still 


costs a lot of money became they are doing two operations. 
Their wages are not less because they're tearing something 
out." 


THE BEST WAY to go on remodeling, ho suggests, Is to 


gain experience with small jobs and study, gradually tackling 
bigger and bigger projects until you're ready to take on a 
good portion of whole-house remodeling. 


"When you really are qualified to do a great deal of the 


work yourself — and if you enjoy it — remodeling can be 
rewarding and money-saving. Otherwise it can be a very 
dreary and expensive proposition. 


"Always keep in mind: how do you want the work done; 


how much money do you have to spend; who will do the 
work?"

The average married couple can trace 
their family and economic growth by the 
number of moves they make. 


It can be unnerving—and expensive. 


• Most young couples are faced with an 
economic and a lifestyle decision when 
hunting for a home — what they can af- 
ford versus where and how they'd like to 
live — says Boyce P. Price, executive 
vice president of the American Wood 
Council. All too often, they must sacrifice 
ono for the other. 


"This need not be the case with the 


new housing alternatives," Price cays, 
and statistics bear him out. 


FIGURES COMPILED by the Federal 


Housing Administration show planned 
unit developments (PUD) continue to, 
soar In popularity with the number ofjy 
multi-family, mixed housing commu- 
nities more than quadrupling In the last 
five years. 


Young marrieds comprise more than 


60 per cent of the mix in some PUDs, 
with many couples having lived In two or 
more of tho types of apartments or 
homes available. 


These planned communities, Price 


said, offer a wide variety of housing al- 
ternatives. Townhouse, garden and high- 
rise apartments, and patio homes are 
combined in an esthetlcally pleasing sub- 
urban area. 


With this mix, he noted, a couple can 


select the type of housing they need and 
can afford now. Later, as family, space 
or lifestyle needs increase, they can 
move but stay in the same community 
cluster. The problems and costs of the 
move ore reduced and there Is no dis- 
ruption of community ties. 


PRICE SUGGESTS that home hunters 


make a checklist and, if a planned unit 
community is one of the alternatives to 
be considered, include these items on it: 


• Dual needs. Make a two-column 


list, one each for short-and long-term 
needs. Analyze communities according to 
their ability to serve both. 


• Location. Suburban PUD's can add 


to commuting costs. However, job op- 
portunities are increasing in peripheral 
areas, particularly for women, providing 
opportunities for extra income. Proxim- 
ity to public transportation, shopping and 
schools also can reduce living expenses. 


• Over-all costs. Budgeting is a must, 


but look at over-all expenses. Could a 
PUD's swimming pool or tennis courts 
provide recreation otherwise unavailable 
or too expensive? 


• ImMvWualHy. Effective site plan- 


ning, open spaces, careful design to in- 
tegrate houses with their surroundings 
create a warm "neighborhood" feeling; 
.Rate PUDs on the sense of place and 
individuality. 


• Availability. Check with the rental 


agent to see if community residents have 
first refusal when other units are va- 
cated. 


• Total planning. If bousing designs 


are tailored to cluster planning, quite of-

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What's a house worth? It depends on your point of view 


NEW YORK (UPI) - What Is a house 


worth? 


Different prices to different people — 


the seller, the professional appraiser, the 
buyer, of course. A given house will have 
different worth to different buyers, de- 
pending upon the preferences and needs 
of a family, and on Individual finances. 


Two identical houses may have differ- 


ent values to the aame person, depending 
solely on location. 


Given this, bow does a would-be home- 


owner go about getting the house he 
wants at the lowest possible price? 


"You can often have a pot of money If 


you know how to bargain for a bouse, 
particularly a wed bouse. Even some 
new builder houses can be subject to re- 
duced price by bargaining," says A. M. 
Watklns, author of "How to Avoid the 10 
Biggest Home Buying Traps," recently 
published in a revised paperback edition. 


IN A SECTION on buying strategy, 


WaUclns advises: "To get a bouse at the 


lowest possible price, you must be pre- 
pared to lose it to a possible higher bid- 
der." 


In preparing to bid for a house you'd 


like to buy, Watkins suggests, it is most 
helpful if you can determine how long 
the house has been on the market The • 
longer it has gone unsold, the more likely 
the owner will take a reduced price, and 
the lower your first offer can be. 


For houses priced up to about 125,000 


to |3S,ooo, Watklns says, the first bid can 
bo at least 10 to 20 per cent under the 
asking price. The higher the asking 
price, the more you can underbid. "For 
nouses priced over 135,000 or so, there 
arc no general rules to go by. Things are 
wido open, with some being bought for as 
much as 50 per cent under the asking 
price." 


HE CITES examples: 
• A couple who wanted to buy a house 


priced at $30,000 — no great shakes of a 
house but a miperb river view. They 
could not afford (30,000 but, just for a 


lark, offered $25,000. It was snapped up 
so fast it made them think they should 
have offered even less. 
. • A fine old English Tudor showpiece 
was on the market for $68,500. One man, 
whose top was $50,000, hesitated to make 
ao low a bid. He learned later the house 
went for $39,000. 


The latter, Watklns says, illustrates 


the importance of location. The bouse 
was in a onetime area of rolling coun- 
tryside, now, built up. Its neighbors were 
development bouses in the $35,000 to 
$40,000 price range. No one with $60,000 
to $70,000 to spend for a bouse wanted to 
live there.

Although verbal bids play a big part in 


negotiating for a house, Watkins says, 
they are not necessarily binding. In 
many cases a bid must be in writing to 
be legally binding. The wording of a bid 
need not be complex but it is critical and 
should be checked by your lawyer to 
make sure It conforms with your in- 
tentions and that you are protected and 
can pull out of the deal if, for example, 
the house turns out to have serious struc- 
tural delects or, perhaps, you can not 
obtain a satisfactory mortgage. 


WHAT ABOUT the seller who says, or 


advertises, his price is "firm." They im- 
ply they win settle for no less. However, 
Watkins says, if they don't get their 
price, many will face reality and come 
down. Don't worry about insulting some- 
one with a "ridiculous" price. If you 
really want a bouse, bid what you feel is 
right and you may be surprised. 


While new builder houses in a new de- 


velopment are likely to be firm in price, 
particularly for a new bouse you can or- 
der from a builder's model to be built in 
a development, you can save money on 
some builder's bouses, Watkins said. 


The already finished, speculatively 


built house, is the kind most likely to be 
overpriced. It is, therefore, the new 
house most likely to be subject to bar- 


gaining, particularly if it has gone unsold 
for awhile. It costs builders money every 
month to keep a bouse. 


Even on a development bouse, there is 


a possibility of savings when a builder is 
closing out a tract and has a few remain- 
ing houses, already finished, that be 
wants to unload. Again, this is especially 
true if the houses have been standing: un- 
sold for a long time. 
; 


TO AVOID paying too much for a 


house, Watkins notes, you must deter- 
mine how much a house is really worth. 


To find out, hire on appraiser — gener- 


ally at a fee ranging from $50 to $75, 
more or less, depending on house price. 
Look for one who is a member of!the 
Society of Real Estate Appraisers or; the 
American Institute of Real Estate Ap- 
praisers. 


An engineer's report on the condition 


of a house, along with your own apprais- 
al of what remodeling or redecorating 
would be necessary, gives an indication 
of bow much you would have to spend on 
the bouse. 


To find out what an owner paid for a 


bouse, if he won't tell you, or you don't 
want to ask, consult the real-estate deed 
fifes at city haU or the county court- 
house. They are open to aH. If the pre- 
vious sale price is not given, generally it 
can be determined from the tax stamps 
on the deed.

find a comfortable temperature, and 
leave It there. Remember, heating costs 
Increase significantly for every degree 
above 70 degrees that you sot the ther- 
mostat. Contrary to popular belief, turn- 


Ing up the thermostat does not make the 
fumace produce heat more quickly. It 
docs keep the furnace operating longer, 
using more fuel. 


Sunshine: Use nature to Its best advan- 


tage. On sunny days, open shades, drap- 
es and blinds; this will help heat the 
house and cut down on fuel bilk On cold, 
gray days, window coverings should be 
closed to provide added insulation 
against the out-of-doors. 


Fireplaces: Fireplaces are a great ad- 


dition to any home, but if used improper- 
ly, they can be a great source of beat 
loss. As a fireplace draws air up the 
chimney when In use, it can also draw 
your heated air up and out — unless the 
damper is closed. A simple remedy is to 
keep the damper shut when there is no

Japan takes 
a wary look 
at home fires 


In most American communities, fami- 


lies that lose their homes to fire receive 
much sympathy. But that's not true in 
all countries.' 


In Japan, for instance, not guarding 


your home against fire Is considered a 
serious breach of community responsi- 
bility. When a house burns, the family is 
more likely to be censured than consoled. 


The attitude b not so inscrutable. In 


almost all cases, a house afire Is a real 
and Immediate danger to surrounding 
homes. In addition, windborne flaming 
brands have been known to land on roofs 
and start new fires many miles away. 
Preventing house fires therefore be- 
comes a legitimate community concern. 


The National Fire Protection Associ- 


ation has, for years, urged passage of 
municipal codes that would outlaw a ma- 
jor home fire hazard — readily com-, 
bustlbto roofs. Both NFPA and the Inter--' 
national Association of Fire Chiefs 
strongly support statutes that would re- 
quire use of roofing with a U.L. Class C 
or better fire-resistance rating for new 
buildings and for major remodeling Jobs. 
An Increasing number of communities 
ore passing such legislation. 


Roofing that qualifies as fire-resistant 


Includes: asphalt shingles (used on about 
80 per cent of new residential construc- 
tion and remodeling), tile, suite, metal, 
asbestos cement, asphalt roll roofing,. 
and chemically-treated wood shingles. 
Asphalt shingles carry at least a Class C 
label which certifies that they have 
passed stringent Underwriters' Labora- 
tories requirements for resistance to fire 
ignition, flame spread, and emission of 
burning brands. 


Homeowners planning to reroof should 


be sura to check local regulations con- 
cerning flre«afe materials. They should 
also look for the U.L. fire-resistance la- 
bel on the roofing they select. 


The now shingles have a dramatic tex- 


tured look and are available in a wide 
range of rustic colon. Both elements — 
line and hue — reflect the Increasing en- 
vironmental interest of architects, build- 
ers and homeowners, essentially, the 
new shingles offer a natural appearance 
with the fire-resistant benefits of man- 
made roofing. 


To achieve the textured look, a variety 


of manufacturing processes are used. 
Some shingles are embossed, some have 
staggered buttllnes, others are double or 
triple laminated. They are designed to 
last up to 25 yean with little or no 
maintenance. 


The colors of the new shingles tend to 


bo deeper, bolder and more natural look- 
ing. They are most popular in "earth- 
tones" — browns, greens and slate 
grays. There is also a new white shingle 
that's chemically treated to retard the 
growth of fungi and algae. It was de- 
signed for use in warm, humid areas like 
the South where white roofs are subject 
to ugly discoloration by-these micro- 
scopic growths. Roofs with treated 
shingles stay white longer. 


The color in asphalt shingles is derived 


from ceramic-coated mineral granules.

fire. If there is no damper, place a piece' 
of Insulating board or plywood In front of 
the fireplace opening. If you have a 
damper that does not close tightly, have 
It repaired. This eliminates drafts, saves 
money and conserves fuel. 


Doors and Windows: A most difficult 


saving hint, but one worth remembering, 
is controlling the "traffic" in and out of 
your house during cold weather. The 
opening and closing of doors should be 
kept to a minimum so heat does not es- 
cape from the house. Broken or loose 
windows also can bo heat thieves. Repair 
them as quickly as possible. And make 
certain that ventilation openings in the 
attic are no larger than necessary. 


Unused Rooms: If heat is not needed 


in the basement, garage, attic or extra 
room, turn off registers and keep con- 
necting doors closed. When bedroom win- 
dows are left open at night, doors should 
be closed tightly so other areas of the 
house stay warm.

Furniture Arrangements: Furniture 


and draperies should be arranged so that 
the registers and cold air returns are not 
blocked. Such obstructions retard the cir- 
culation of air and decrease efficiency. 
.Registers and grille faces should be kept 


clean at all times. A vacuum cleaner will • 
do this quite effectively. 


Furnace Care: Careful attention should 


be given to the furnace throughout the 
heating season. Adjust your furnace, to 
give the most blue and least yellow color 
to ttie flame. The burner opening and pi- 
lot light should be cleaned to eliminate 
sooty deposits. Also, the furnace filter 
should be replaced or cleaned period- 
ically to help ensure maximum efficien- 
cy from your unit. 


Warm Air: If you have a warm air 


heating system, be sure to check uninsu- 
lated ducts and pipes carrying warm air 
from the furnace. Air leaks can mean 
wasted heat and fuel dollars.. If you spot 
a leak, repair it by wrapping the duct 
with tape or low-cost fireproof insulation. 
(If mter pipes run through a crawl 
space; however, wrapped ductwork can 
keep the area so cold water pipes could 
freeze.) 


Steam Heat: Air valves on a steam 


heating'system should be inspected at 
least once each heating season. Dirty 
valves should be cleaned, defective ones 
replaced. Clogged air valves cut down on 
efficiency, resulting in poor heat dis- 
tribution. If your steam radiator is tilt- 


ing, it can' be leveled by having a com- 
petent person block the legs. 


Hot Water: The vent valve on the radi- 


ator in a hot water system should be 
opened slightly from time to time to let 
air out Otherwise the radiator may be- 
come air-bound, reducing efficiency. 


Humidity: Regardless of the type of 


heating system, humidificatlon should be 
considered for greater comfort at lower 
temperature settings. However, the per-

"It's difficult to deliberately look for 


faults in a home that the entire family 
has chosen, but an unemotional in- 
spection can possibly help prevent later 
disappointment," said Jackson W. Goss, 
president and chief executive officer of 
Investors Mortgage Insurance Co., Bos- 
ton. 


"Spotting defects — major or minor — 


and reaching an agreement with the sell- 
er as to having them corrected can pre- 
vent costly repair bills at a later date. 
Even a newly built home may have 
small defects that can be easily mended 
before they grow into truly monumental 
expenses," Goss emphasizes. 


For a major structural inspection, 


Goss adds, it would be wise to hire a 
trained specialist 


"HOWEVER, there are small details 


that the average home buyer can look 
for and spot It's best to carry a pad and 
pencil and keep a detailed list of any de- 
fects or suspected faults — don't chance 
them to memory," Goss advises. 


He suggests that the potential buyer 


check for: 


Loose or drooping shingles on the roof 


and around the eaves. 


Mismatched siding panels or other 


woodwork. 


Caulking or mortar around all windows 


and doors. 


Loose downspouts and broken or rusted 


gutters. 


Exposed electrical wiring. 
Wide cracks in concrete floors or in 


foundation blocks. 


Rusty water from sink or basin fix- 


tures. 


Damp basement walls and floors. 
Concrete walks, steps or patios that 


have settled In different directions. 


Sagging support beams over doors or 


under floors. 


"Any of these telltale signs are in- 


dications of a problem — but, for the 
most part, they are correctable defects. 
And they can be remedied by the seller 
before the final deed Is drawn up.

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KNOXVILLE. Tcnn. (UPI) - Don 


nickles docs a funny thing to a room full 
of ttrangers — ho turns them off like a 
light. 


Bill Cosby, on the other hand, gets his 


but responses, sometimes, from strang- 
ers'. 


"We've demonstrated this phenomenon 


time and again," says Dr. Howard Pol- 
llo, professor of psychology at the Uni- 
versity of Tennessee. He Is trying to find 
out what makes people laugh In a study 
backed by the U.S. Public Health Service 
and dating back to 1070. 


"Humor Is a fragile lady," Polllo says. 


"She slips away very easily. As psy- 
chologists wo are looking for that set of 
conditions that always serves to bring 
the lady around." 


"THERE MUST BE a million theories 


about why people laugh," he says. "But 
at this point no one actually knows why." 


Polllo classifies Rlcklcs as a "here and 


now comedian," dealing with whatever 
situation he finds himself and his au- 
dience In at the moment. And Polllo has 
found that an audience made up of close 
acquaintances Is more likely to enjoy 
nickles than an audience of strangers. 


"The reason is that Rickles is embar- 


rassing the hell out of you by talking 
about all kinds of taboo stuff," Polllo 
says. "The Individuals in the audience 
assume a closed-ln and protective posi- 
tion, with arms folded and legs crossed." 


COSBY, ON THE other hand, some- 


times gets his best response from an au- 
dience of strangers. His material poses 
no threat to the audience. And as strang- 
ers, the members'of the audience are 
better able to concentrate on Cosby's 
material without being distracted by oth- 
ers In the room, Polllo says. 


Cosby Is classified as a "then and 


there" comedian: "He creates a little 
world of his own and invites you to step 
into it with him through his stories."

New Century Agriculture, Inc., a small 


firm that has specialized In recovery 
from waste materials, already is market- 
Ing a wood-based livestock feed that fat- 
tens animals nearly as fast as barley at 
about one-third the cost. 


"We can alter agriculture In a major 


way around the world," said Herb Kalb- 
flclsch, vice president and manager of 
the company. "There Is more food value 
In a pound of wood than « pound of Ken- 
tucky blue grass at one-third the cost." 


Kalbflclsch said the Idea of using wood 


to feed livestock was not new. But until 
recently, technology had not been able to 
eliminate enough of the lignln — a natu- 
ral binder — to make the substance pala- 
table. 


AND, HE SAYS the process has ad- 


vanced to the point that the company 
plans to market a wood-based food sup- 
plement for humans In the near future. 


Currently, the company markets its 


feed In Washington, Oregon, Idaho and 
Canada. But it expects to expand'that 
territory when production goes up to an 


anticipated 50 tons per hour in the near 
future. 


Dr. Irwin Dyer, an animal nutritionist 


at Washington State University, has de- 
termined that wood and paper products 
can be used as a substitute for grata 
feeds. Both products contain 70-75 per 
cent carbohydrates. 


"In order to produce beef as In- 


expensively as possible, we have no al- 
ternative but to go to a diaper source of 
feed," Dyer said. "Let them eat wood." 


DYER SAID that the cooked and 


treated wood waste fattens cattle about 
86 per cent as fast as a.regular grain 
diet. But he said that problem can be 
overcome by lengthening the fattening 
period when using the wood-based feed. 


The process, which took four yean to 


develop, utilizes the cellulose in wood by- 
products for nourishment 


Currently, the company recommends • 


diet of half wood-based feed and half 
conventional feed for slaughter cattle 
and a 20 per cent wood total for dairy 
cows. 


The feed uses wastes from wood pro- 


cessing that frequently wind up-as pollu- 
tants, making use of the new product an 
ecological advantage, as well, Kalb- 
flelsch said.

6Absent father syndrome' 
is ivarned by psychiatrist

Couples planning to divorce or sepa- 


rate take heed. What your children grow 
up to be like may well be determined by 
which parent gets custody and which 
parent will be absent during their grow- 
ing up period. 


Psychiatrist Dr. Danlllo Ponce, In his 


recent studies conducted at a child psy- 
chiatric clinic In Honolulu, Hawaii, de- 
veloped a theory he calls the absent fa- 
ther syndrome. 


Dr. Ponce starts out with the basic as- 


sumption that motherly care — nurtu- 
rancc, love, warmth, survival insurance 
— Is most necessary till a child reaches 
the age of three. "From then on," he 
asserted, "the child mostly requires fa- 
therly care, such as more preoccupation 
with discipline, control, learning how to 
get along with people and the world at 
large." 


According to Dr. Ponce, "Our studies 


show boys who grow up with the father 
absent tend, in adolescence, to have diffi- 
culties with the law, with the school and 
In getting along with others." 


THOSE WHO are raised with the moth- 


er absent also are affected. They tend, 
though, to be withdrawn, apathetic and 
generally depressed. 


The effects of fatherly care alone and 


motherly care alone arc best ex- 
emplified, Dr. Ponce believes, in differ- 
ing cultures. For instance, he said, "The 
Hawaiian family culture is motherly, in- 
suring the survival needs of the children 
at all times. As a result," said Dr. 
Ponce, "them Is a high Incidence of de- 
linquency among Hawaiian adolescents." 


On the other hand, Dr. Ponce com- 


pared, the Chinese family culture is fa- 
therly. There Is a great degree of dis- 
cipline with emphasis on rules and regu- 
lations. And, correspondingly, Dr. Ponce 
believes, there Is almost no incidence of 
delinquency or getting in trouble with the 
law. 


Dr. Ponce admits that his studies have 


dealt almost exclusively 
with boys. 


There are strong Indications, however, 
that not only does the father's absence 
.affect girls too, but the reason the father 
is absent has Ms own effect 


"FOR EXAMPLE," he said, "if the fa- 


ther is absent because of death the girl 
will tend to grow up to be promiscuous. 
If the absence is because of divorce or 
separation1, the girl grows up to bo rigid 
and reserved toward men. In either case, 


the girl who grows up without a father 
has difficulties relating to men." , 


Because of the possible adverse effects 


the absence of one or the other parent 
can have on a child, Dr. Ponce feels 
strongly that the about-to-bc-separated or 
divorced parents should get professional 
counseling to be made aware of these 
effects and diagnose the needs of the 
children Involved. 


"A couple must discuss this," he insist- 


ed, "and think of what's going to happen 
to the children. A professional can help 
determine whether an individual child 
needs more love (mothering) or more 
discipline (fathering). And mothering 
can be done by a father, fathering by a 
mother. But It's Important to know who 
can do which Job best and to see that the 
child's needs are fulfilled in deciding on 
custody."

Changing attitudes, greater numbers of 


college trained women, Increasing ac- 
ceptance of dual roles at home and on 
the job, enforcement of equal rights leg- 
islation, women's liberation movement 
and emergence of new career opportu- 
nities through technological change are 
opening doors to women In the top pro- 
fessional and management levels. 


Tho dismally low representation of 


women in administrative and manage- 
ment positions need not snag the quali- 
fied woman's self-confidence. Qualified Is 
the key word — in the job markets such 
as education and nursing which Include 
many women employes, as well as the 
fields traditionally designated "for men 
only."

are open to women. Millie says women in 
these positions Increase their opportu- 
nities for moving into management level 
jobs. 


"The time was never better for women 


at any business level," Millie empha- 
sizes. "Women are getting chances they 
never had before, but everyone has to 
admit there are instances where women 
are stereotyped as fit for some jobs and 
not for others." 


She adds that'some women as well as 


men discourage women from moving up. 


BETTY O'SIIEA, supervisor and direc- 


tor of the industrial hygiene laboratory 
at the Kemper headquarters, is enthu- 
siastic about the expanding management 
opportunities for women. 


"Industrial hygiene Is a field tradition- 


ally dominated by men," she says. "Yet 
there are many opportunities for women 
chemists." 


The numbers of women In the Industri- 


al hygiene field, Including management 
level positions, will increase along with 
the national emphasis on occupational 
safety and health. A degree in chemistry 
is required to land a job. On-the-job 
training in trace chemistry, a minimum 
five years' experience, the ability to 
pass certification testa and to take 
charge of personnel and objectives will 
qualify an individual for supervisory po- 
sitions, Betty says. 


Where are additional opportunities for 


women who set their sights on manage- 
ment level jobs, and what Is holding 
them back? According to John Coulter, 
director of manpower development for 
the Chicago Association of Commerce 
and Industry (CACI), there Is a need for 
management personnel In the manufac- 
turing, financial and business services 
and data processing fields. 


A RECENT informal survey by CACI 


covering 600,000 of the total 3.5 million 
Chicago area employes Indicates that 
women comprise 31 per cent of the labor 
force. Women managers comprise only 
11.7 per cent of managers and officials. 


Coulter says the recent Increase in the 
percentage of women managers can be 
attributed partly to the potential enforce- 
ment action bvithe Equal Employment 
Opportunity Commission. 


"The lack of credentials is the biggest 


problem facing women," says Coulter. 
Qualified women can move into manage- 
ment posts by entering real estate sales 
and the engineering fields, "but it's go- 
ing to take a generation for that 11 per 
cent to become 30 per cent," be says. 


The turnover problem among women 


employes automatically precludes many 
women from management jobs, Coulter 
contends.'.He adds that "present female 
managers are not as good as they might 
be in promoting other women to manage- 
ment Jobs." 


Phil Alpern of the Illinois Department 


of Employment Services says federal af- 
firmative action programs are opening 
new doors to women managers, Bank- 
Ing, technical and retail firms are 
among.the leaders in this movement, he 
said. 


THE WOMEN'S Bureau within the De- 


partment of Labor indicates in its 1973 
report, "The Economic Role of Women," 
that direct discrimination and cultural 
patterns limit the woman's choice of jobs 
and opportunities for advancement. 


The department's Bureau of Labor Sta- 


tistics reports that in October of this^ 
year, 39 per cent of professional and 
technical employes and 36 per cent of 
management or administrative employes 
were women. This compares with the fig- 
ures for October, 1963, of 36.4 per cent 
and 15 per cent, respectively. More than 
33 million women are included In-the la- 
bor department survey. 


A Continental Bank survey indicates 


that women account for less than one 
fifth of all administrators and managers. 


Women still encounter resistance when 


they seek out higher level jobs, says Bea 
Harris, president of Harris Services, 
Inc., an Arlington Heights personnel 
firm. 


"BUT IP A WOMAN is qualified, usu- 


ally the doors are open," she adds. 


"To be aggressive and want

The 'closed end9 secretary 
Word processing has recycled her

Not long ago, the keys to success for 


the ambitious secretary were typing and 
shorthand ability, good looks, luck and — 
according to various ad campaigns — 
wearing the right brand of pantyhose. If 
she performed her duties well enough for 
her boss she might eventually become 
the secretary to her boss's boss, the 
same surrogate wife-mother-daughter- 
servant role, only for a more demanding 
man. 


This type of "closed-end" job may soon 


vanish from modern American offices. A 
systems approach to business Is totally 
reorganizing office procedures. Yester- 
day's domains of male chauvinism are 
becoming today's efficiency-oriented or- 
ganizations as a result of word process- 
Ing. 


What exactly is word processing? It Is 


a system involving people, equipment 
and procedures. It Is a marketplace 
worth $1.2 billion. And it was one of the 
major themes of this year's only national 
b u s i n e s s exposition, Business Sys- 
tems/Product World, which was held at 
the Now York Coliseum this fall. It in- 
cluded MO exhibits of the latest and most 
efficient business equipment. 


THERE WERE also 15 seminars cov- 


eting virtually every type of office activi- 
ty. Over 30,000 executives from across 
the country attended the exposition to 
learn now word processing and other 
business systems can account for sub- 
stantial savings to time and money. 


Word processing seeks to end the 


wasteful office practice of pairing execu- 
tives and secretaries. This traditional ar- 
rangement organized to maintain super 
egos rather than dispatch work baa let 
eight million typewriters tit Idle for 
about half of each busineM day. Studies 
have found that the average secretary 
spends about one-fifth of her time away 


from her desk or waiting for something 
to do. 


To combat this appalling waste of hu- 


man and business resource the word pro- 
cessing system'separates the secretary 
from her boss and makes her part of an 
independent, managed production sys- 
tem. Secretarial functions are divided 
into two categories: correspondence and 
administrative support. All work, wheth- 
er transcribing dictation, filing, answer- 
ing phones, scheduling itineraries, doing 
research or obtaining refreshments is 
performed by the appropriate'team., 


PROMOTION TO a higher level job is 


based on accuracy, speed and ability to 
manage people. Responsibility for per- 
forming work is delegated to employes 
by their own managers and supervisors. 
The amount and degree of supervision is 
based upon the work itself and the ca- 
pabilities of the individual. 


If the new secretary chooses corre- 


spondence as her field, she can progress 
from trainee to secretary, to senior sec- 
retary, to controller correspondence sec- 
retary. She could then specialize at this 
level to either executive correspondence, 
editing or proofreading. Further prog- 
ression could make her finally manager 
of the entire Word .Process- 
ing/Administrative Support System. 


If the new secretary chooses adminis- 


trative support as her field, she likewise 
moves to a vertical fashion from trainee 
to administrative secretary to system 
manager. 


OF COURSE, like any other new way 


of doing things, the concept of word pro- 
cessing has met with considerable criti- 
cism. Secretaries, before trying the new 
system, complain that the human ele- • 
ment is removed from secretarial work. 
So ingrained with the attitude that servi- 
tude to greatness equals greatness is the 
secretarial school graduate that she feels

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More, bigger bedrooms 
in today's new homes

Bigger is better — at least it would 


seem so when it comes to the bedrooms 
in new homes. 


The demand today is for larger and 


more luxurious homes — and one place 
buyers are seeking both size and luxury 
is in the bedroom, according to a recent 
purvey by. a company with an obvious 
interest in the question, the Spring Air 
Mattress Co. of Chicago. 


Querying leading home builders across 


the country,, the company found, for all 
practical purposes, the two-bedroom 
house no longer is being built. Three bed- 
rooms are the minimum, and increas- 
ingly homes are offering four, five and 
even six bedrooms. 


Even families whose sleeping needs 


would be met with fewer bedrooms are 
opting for homes with extra bedrooms. 
They can be used as. guest room, study, 
sewing or hobby rooms — and they're 
there when the time comes for an in- 
crease in the family, or for resale. 


TRADITIONALLY, the Spring Air 


study showed, the average size of the 
master bedroom in best selling home 
models currently amounts to more than 
187 square feet, equivalent to a 12xl5-foot 
room. Even the newer apartments are- 
featuring bedrooms of this size. 


This same trend to more space is 


shown in other bedrooms, also. Just a 
few years ago, the company said, a 9x11 
foot bedroom, big enough for-a single 
twin-size bed and a chest of drawers was 
commonplace in new homes. Today, sec- 
ondary bedrooms are 11 x 11 feet or larg- 
er, big enough for a standard double bed 
or twin beds, phis dresser and chest. 


The study snowed homes in the north- 


east section of the country traditionally 
have had. larger, bedrooms than those 
built in the West, and Southwest. Al- 
though this still holds (rue, it appears 


builders to the South and Southwest are 
increasing the size of bedrooms. 


As an example, one Dallas-based build- 


er reported the average size master bed- 
room to his company's homes measures 
a spacious 14 x 18 feet, and a California 
builder said his plans for more expensive 
homes include library or study areas to 
the master bedroom. 


MOST SIGNIFICANT among the trends

And this reduction hi quality far out- 


weighs the expanded technology, in the 
minds of most people. A recent Harris 
survey indicated that consumers feel the 
deterioration in quality of products has 
pulled down the overall quality of We. 


FIFTY-THREE per cent of the people 


polled agreed that the quality of most 
products has grown worse in the last 10 
years. Only 10 per cent of the people 
thought that most products have Im- 
proved hi that time. 


Notably, the poll revealed that major 


and small household appliances hive lost 
ground heavily in product quality reputa- 
tion, despite consumer-oriented efforts 
by the industry.

Maybo not, but your plants might, be- 
cause the majority of houscplants do bet- 
ter at lower room temperatures, some- 
where between 62 and 68 degrees. 


This accounts for Grandmother's mar- 


velous ability to grow Christmas cactus, 
for instance. Her wood-burning potbelly 
stove or coal-stoked furnace would go out 
at night, and not until Grandpa felt the 
chill on his big toes did anyone get up 
and do something about It 


As a result, plants that seem difficult 


to grow today thrived, getting moderate 
day temperatures and their cool dip at 
night. 


IN A COOL WINDOW where the tem- 


perature seldom gets above 65 degrees, 
amoryllls flowers will often last for 10 
weeks. 


Another plant that will not take an 


over-heated room is the fuchsia (ladles 
eardrop). Hero Is a real honey of a 
houscplant, and It demands a tempera- 
ture not exceeding 65 degrees. Gloxinias 
like It 68 to 72 degrees during the day 
with 62 to 65 at night If you've lucked 
out with gloxinias, perhaps they've been 
subjected to a 75-dcgrco house. 


Hero are a few others that like their 


environment moderately cool: kangaroo 
vino, cyclamen, cineraria, tuberose be- 
gonia, polnscttla, bird of paradise, or- 
chids, pockotbook plant, cllvla, fatsia,

The thought of Christmas brings a rosy flush to busy 


mothers planning too much ... a calculated groan to fathers 
scheming surprises... and sighs of breathless anticipation to 
youngsters.

excitement to singles planning special celebrations... and a 
warm g|ow to older folks with grandchildren.

It has an all-consuming, pervasive quality. You taste it; feel 


it, hear it... in the jingle of bells, the tinkle of glasses, the 
flavor of cinnamon, nutmeg and cloves ... in the aroma of . 
Christmas breads and fruitcakes baking, in the silky touch of 
fresh pine needles, tinsel and angel hair. When Christmas 
comes it's in the air — it's everywhere. 


Special homemade breads are often part of the Christmas 


baking plans. This year try these adaptations of traditional 
holiday breads; two of which use the Rapidmix method to 
speed up preparation. The yeast is mixed with some of the dry 
ingredients and the liquids are heated to very warm. This 
eliminates the step of first dissolving the yeast in warm water in 
a warm bowl as done in the conventional method. 


The Jule Kaga is mixed by the conventional method but is a 


no-knead refrigerator dough so it is easily done. The 
medium-size Scandinavian loaf dotted with bright candied 
- 


fruit and snipped dates is a great gift bread. It keeps well when 
carefully wrapped and makes excellent Christmas toast. 


The Pineapple Date Ladder Loaf is similar to a Swedish 


bread called Vanocka. The finished loaf is symbolic of the 
Christ Child wrapped in swaddling clothes. The center is filled 
with a mixture of pineapple, maraschino cherries and dates. 
The sides are cut in strips and wrapped ladder-fashion over the 
filling. 


The Musical Chair Christmas cake is a variation of another 


traditional Swedish recipe with a filling of apricots and dates. 
The joyful name comes from the alternating sections of dough 
turned sideways, first to the right then to the left as in the 
children's game of "Musical Chairs."

Christmas cookie baking begins early 


in the Arlington Heights household of 
George Schiestel. Arlene Schlestol bakes 
several varieties In advance to hide 
away until the holidays. 


One of the family's favorites is cut-out 


cookies, made with butter which imparts 
a rich flavor. Her oldest son, Jeff, 8, 
likes to help cut out and decorate the 
cookies, while Michael, who Is 2, enjoys 
sampling the dough as well as the fin- 
ished product.. 


Another of Arlem's specialties is Kb- 


tacky, also made from a rich batter of 
butter, margarine, cream cheese and 
flour. She rolls the dough as thin as pos- 
sible and fills the cookies with apricot, 
raspberry, strawberry and prune fillings. 
Dainty and delicate. Kolacky will freeze 
successfully and after defrosting need 
only be sprinkled with powdered sugar. 


A festive addition to a cookie assort- 


ment is Raspberry Meringue Kisses. 
Raspberry gelatin is added to the me- 
ringue to give these cookies their pretty 
pink color and tasty flavor, while choco- 
late chips lend added Interest They are 
light and airy and a nice texture contrast 
with other cookies, according to Arlene. 


For Christmas brunch, Arlene Is cer- 


tain to prepare her Never Fail Coffee 
Cake. She acquired the rcdpe from a 
German lady who is an old family friend, 
and loves it because It is so easy to 


make. Although a yeast dough, there is 
no kneading Involved.

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Meat expert discusses beef prices 


by JEANNE LESEM 


The beef supply picture and prices are 


going lo get worse before they get better, 
says Hcrrell DeGraff, outgoing president 
of the American Meat Institute, Chicago. 


DeGraff will become a consultant to 


the neat trade group Jan. 1. He did'the 
predicting at the Institute's 12th-annual 
conference for magazine food editors In 
New York. 


He expects a drop in beef supplies and 


an Increase in prices during the first 
quarter of 197-1. followed by growing sup- 
plies and lower prices thereafter. 


"We may even go bock to the peak 


level production of beef that we had in 
1973," he sold. His forecast was based on 
government projections. 


DcGraff's optimism contrasts sharply 


with opinions expressed a few months 
ago by some cattlemen who said during 


the meat boycott that consumers would 
have to adjust to Increased prices for 
meat from now on. 


But bringing home the bacon may be 


costlier next year, DeGraff said. He pre- 
dicted that many soybean and corn farm- 
ers will sell their crops instead'of using 
the grain and.beans for feed.-His fore- 
cast of a continuing shortage of pork and 
pork products, accompanied by rising 
prices, conflicted with a statement only 
two weeks earlier from, chairman Her- 
bert Stein of the Council of Economic Ad- 
visers, Washington. Stein had said there 
were signs of bigger pork marketings for 
next spring. 


DE GRAFF WAS optimistic about food 


production in general' He expects the 
U.S. to meet world food demands as well 
as its own and to build more carryover 
stocks for our own'purposes. 


He called 1973 a confusing and frustra- 


ting year, one which saw the sharpest 
decrease in available meat supply per 
capita since the 1930s, when we had both 
a serious-drought and a depression. Per 
capita meat consumption dropped 11 per 
.cent between 1672 and 1973, from 188 
pounds to 177 pounds. . 
- 


"Our meat supply' dropped off about 


five per 'cent," he added. "To maintain' 
prices would have required a 15 per cent 
Increase In production."

those classic gc-togethere, cake and cof- 
fee, bring In a change and make the cake 
this very unusual walnut ring.

Clip off stems and chop figs. Combine 


figs with soda and hot coffee in small 
bowl; set aside to cool. Chop walnuts and 
set aside. Cream butter, sugar, orange 
rind and nutmeg together until light and 
fluffy. Beat In egg. Reslft flour with bak- 
ing powder and salt Add to creamed 
mixture alternately with milk, mixing to 
a smooth batter. Stir In walnuts and 
cooled fig mixture.

The slghta and sounds and smells of 


holiday food preparation make the kitch- 
en the most fascinating room In the en- 
tiro house for young children. 


But the kitchen also can be the most 


dangerous room for toddlers — especial- 
ly If there are electric cords that can be 
put into the mouth, open outlets within 
reach, or appliances that can be pulled 
down from cabinet counter or table tops. 


A child who can reach the top of a 


range also may be able to spill a pan of 
boiling water or scalding-hot grease over 
his body. 


Below counter-top level, hazards often 


Include toxic household chemicals and 
hot water pipes under the sink, cabinet 
drawers full of knives and an oven hot 
enough to broil meat. 


The busy homemakers can't keep their 


eyes on the curious child every second, 
but here are some safety suggestions 
from the Coffee Information Institute: 


Cover or conceal any electric outlets 


below counter top level. Don't allow elec- 
tric cords to hang below the counter or 
tablo top. 


Do not store sharp instruments, such 


as knives, or dangerous chemicals where 
small children can reach them. 


Never allow the handles of pots or 


pans to extend over the edge of a kitchen 
range; keep them turned toward the rear 
of the side of the stove. 


When you buy a kitchen range, make 


sure the heating units and controls are 
beyond the reach of small children. 


Keep children away from kitchen 


areas that may be especially hazardous 
during meal preparation; a child playing 
on the floor beside a kitchen range is 
much more likely to be burned by hot' 
liquids that are spilled. 


WHEN. POURING hot liquids, always 


pour away from yourself — and slowly." 
Instant coffees and soup mixes tend to 
effervesce when boiling water Is poured 
too quickly. 


Choose coffee cups or mugs that are 


designed so they will not tip easily. Some 
modern stemmed cups are attractive, 
but they tend to be top heavy so they are 
more likely to Up over. 


When you set containers of hot foods or- 


hot liquids on a table, put them as close 
to the center of the table as possible — 
or at least, well away from the edge. 


When small children are likely to be 


around, use place maU Instead of a table 
cloth that can be pulled off, along with 
containers of hot food*. 


Never use lighted candles on the table 


when children are present. 


Help accident-proof your kitchen by 


adopting the perspective of a small child. 
Remember that a child may not be tall 
enough to see that a pot on the stove or a 
bowl on the table contains hot food. If a 
child Is allowed to play with pots and 
pans, he may think of the food containers 
on the kitchen range as hu toys. If he 
slpa fluids occasionally from an adult's 
cup, he may assume that the cup on the 
table Is for his me. 


RESIDT THE TEMPTATION to hold a 


child In your arms while you drink any 


hot beverage. A frisky child can knock 
the cup out of your hand in a fraction of 
a second. Put the youngster in his play- 
pen, high choir, or some other safe place 
during your coffee break. 


Finally, be sure you know what to do If 


an accident occurs in the kHchea despite 
all precautions. For example, in case of 
burns, apply ice or cold water to the 
burn area. Keep your doctor's telephone 
number posted nearby so you can con- 
tact him quickly about any serious acci- 
dent. 


Most accidents are predictable and 


preventable. Make yourself a committee 
of one to keep the kitchen a happy room 
rather than a hazardous room.

Do suburbs come out on bottom of RTA pile?

Most suburban observers feel the score 


on the new Regional Transit Authority 
legislation is Chicago 1, suburbs 0. 


The next few years under RTA prom- 


ise no new services to •suburban residents 
— only continuance of existing commuter 
and bus lines — while the Chicago Tran- 
sit Authority system may be overhauled. 


Transportation expert Richard Ml-v 


chads of the Transportation Center of 
Northwestern University Is certain that 
suburban residents won't get all they 


want in an RTA. He says, however, that 
with proper management, the six-county 
RTA can at least give the suburbs an 
alternative to the auto for getting to and 
from work. 


SUBURBAN legislators see a lot In the 


bill that will help Chicago and little to 
help the suburbs. Under last-minute 
pressure In the Illinois General Assem- 
bly, a compromise bill was put together 
that left a lot of loopholes, local legisla- 
tors say. 


Chicago will receive almost Immediate 


benefits from the bill through subsidies 


until the RTA is formed. The rest of the 
proposal will have to await the March 19 
referendum, when residents of all six 
counties will be asked if an RTA should 
be formed. 


Michaels said he would be extremely 


surprised if the referendum doesn't pass 
overwhelmingly. Many observers agree 
with him, because all votes will be tal- 
lied together for the six counties, and the 
weight of a heavy Cook County vote 
should be enough to carry it through. A 
few legislators fought for a referendum 
that would allow each county to decide 


Individually whether it would participate, 
but their proposal was lost. 


STATE REP. Eugene F. Schlickman, 


R-Arllngton Heights, says a protective 
measure was altered that would have 
guaranteed that two-thirds of all money 
collected be spent hi the county where it 
was collected. The "safeguard" now pro- 
vides only that the money be spent on 
services to the county. Thus, it could all 
be spent on rail lines only reaching Into a 
party*of that county, and not providing 
any local service. 


Michaels says many pitfalls await the 
new board. Based on his observations of 
other regional authorities in the east, for 
example, he said the RTA "doesn't guar- 
antee it will satisfy any of the suburban 
demands." 


In Philadelphia, each division — rail, 


bus and suburban bus — operates inde- 
pendently, competing for budget funding 
and operating much as they did before 
regional organization, Michaels said. 


"We should know within a year of the

Chicago engineer named 
public works director here

Charles R. McCoy an engineer for the 


clly of Chicago Water and Sewer Depart- 
ment, has been named Buffalo Grove's 
new public works director, effective Jan. 
7. 


McCoy, 34, will replace William Davis, 


the current director, who will be moved 
to the position of head foreman In the 
department. Davis has been director for 
the lost four years. 


In his position as engineer of sewer do- 


ilgn and maintenance for Chicago, McCoy 
was responsible for supervising tho day 
to day operations of 230 men, according 
to Village Mgr. Daniel Larson. 


Larson said McCoy was chosen by the 


village board from a field of 30 candi- 
dates. Although Larson refused to dis- 
close his salary, two village trustees yes- 
terday said McCoy will be paid $18,000 a 
year, In addition to the use of a staff car. 


ALTHOUGH MCCOY does not have a 


college degree, he has attended classes 
In architectural and civil engineering at 
tho University of Illinois and the Illinois 
Institute of Technology. He is registered 
with the state of Illinois as a professional 
engineer and sanitarian and hopes to be- 
come a registered land surveyor soon. 


McCoy, who has worked for Chicago 


since 1058, was awarded the Charles El- 
let Award In 1972 by the Western Socitty 
of Engineers. The award is given for out- 
standing progress In professional design- 
Ing. In addition, McCoy was nominated 
for the Superior Public Service Award by 
nine government agencies In the Chicago 
area. 


Larson recently said the decision to 


hire a new public works director was 
made at Davis' request He emphasized 
that the decision should not be consid- 
ered as a demotion' for Davis.

Building permits curbed 
to spur Aspen ditch work 


by JOE FRANZ 


Buffalo Grove has slowed down the is- 


suance of building permits to Levitt and 
Sons Inc. for the Strathmora Grove sub- 
division until the firm completes work on 
tho Aspen ditch, according to Village 
Mgr. Daniel Larson. 


"We have slowed down the processing 


of building permits so we get some ac- 
tion on the Aspen ditch," he said. "This 
project should have been done way back 
when." Larson said restoration of the 
ditch has not taken place because of 
"procrastination" by Levitt. 


"I have stressed the urgency of this to 


Levitt. The village has done everything 
that is within its legal right to do," Lar- 
son said. 


Although the village can process the 


building permits slower, ft cannot legally 
halt the Issuance of them, Larson said. 
So far, he said, only four building per- 
mits have been processed for Levitt. 


Larson also said Levitt officials have 


mailed a copy of the restoration plan to 
the village. As soon as Iho village re- 
views and approves it, Levitt can adver- 
tise for bids on the project. 


VILLAGE ENGINEER Arnold Seaberg 


said earlier this week that although 
much of tho work on the ditch will be 
done prior to winter, some of it will have 
to wait until spring. The sloping of the 
ditch and the banks can be finished be- 
fore winter, he said, but sod planting will 
have to wait until warmer weather. 


About two months ago residents living 


•long tho ditch complained that Levitt 
was not restoring the ditch properly. One 
resident said workmen dredged the bot- 


tom of the ditch, leaving it 15 to 20 feet 
wide in some places. 


Residents said the banks of the ditch 


were also removed, creating a potential 
hazard. 


Homeowners said they thought the 


ditch would be restored so it would re- 
semble the portion of the ditch near Old 
Checker Road. At that point, the ditch is 
about four feet wide and is not a safety 
hazard. The portion of the ditch to be 
restored lies north of Twisted Oak Lane. 


Larson said work on the ditch will con- 


sist of resloping the banks to a safe 
grade. A number of small plateaus will 
be constructed to prevent the slopes from 
being too steep. After that, the ditch will 
be cleaned and sod will be planted along 
the banks. 


ABOUT 401 FEET of the ditch was 


filled in last summer after residents 
complained that it was unattractive, as 
well as dangerous. An underground pipe 
was installed in its place. 


The village board said at that time al- 


though they preferred to fill the entire 
ditch, it would be too expensive. Board 
members said the open part of the ditch 
was not as deep and did not have the 
erosion problems evident in the other 
portion of the ditch. 


Larson said restoration of the ditch 


should have been done by Levitt at the 
same time the underground pipe was in- 
stalled. 


The homeowners have asked the vil- 


lage board to make filling in the open 
part of the ditch a "high priority." The 
village at this time has no plans to have 


this work done. 


Larson said, has done an excellent job in 
guiding the village through a period of 
rapid growth for the village. 


"The only reason a new director is 


being hired is because the village feels It 
needs a person with very strong adminis- 
trative skill in that position," Larson 
said McCoy has the supervisory experi- 
ence village officials feel Is necessary for 
the job, Larson said. 


MCCOY, LARSON said, has had ex- 


tensive experience in working with per- 
sonnel and with handling residents' com- 
plaints in the area of public works. "He 
(McCoy) will give the staff expertise in 
public works maintenance engineering," 
be added. 


Davis still will be in charge of many of 


the duties he now performs. In addition, 
he will work closely with the new ditec- 
tor to coordinate the activities of the de- 
partment. 
•'' 


Davis also will assign and schedule 


work crews and equipment, suggest pub- 
lic works improvements he feels should 
be made, study and recommend the pur- 
chase of new equipment and represent 
the village at public works seminars. 


The new director will be In charge of 


setting department policies, budget prep- 
aration, hiring and firing of personnel, as 
well as overseeing the operation of the 
entire department. 


MCCOY, WHEN contacted by The 


Herald yesterday, said he Is looking for- 
ward to coming to work with the village. 
"Right now I have no plans for what I 
will do when I come to Buffalo Grove. I 
won't know what their problems are until 
I begin the job there." 


McCoy, however, said be was aware of 


some of the village's flooding problems, 
and said he would work to alleviate 
them. 


McCoy lives on the south side of Chi- 


cago,i but said he plans to move his wife 
and two children to the Buffalo Grove 
area at the end of the school year. "I 
want to live out here and that was about 
80 per cent of the reason I applied for a 
job In Buffalo Grove," he said. 


Zoning board meeting

peals meeting tonight in which a height 
variation was to have been considered 
for the final building in the Cambridge- 
on-tbe-Lake development has been can- 
celed.

Don't feel guilty when you turn on 


those Christmas lights. Turn off a few 
light bulbs instead. 


Local Commonwealth Edison Co. offi- 


cials said they support President Nixon's 
request to "cut all outdoor Christmas 
lighting completely 'while curtailing in- 
door lighting." At the same time, offi- 
cials said Christmas lights use a relative- 
ly small amount of electricity and can be 
compensated {or by turning off some in* 
door lights. 


"That's what most families do any. 


way," said Clom Stovo, Com Ed's direc- 
tor of now information. "Whoever has 
decorative Indoor lights or Christmas 
lights on their tree will leave other in- 
door lights off," ho added. "So no addi- 
tional electricity is used," Stnva said. 


BOTH STAVA and Bart J. McGarry, 


assistant director of the office of energy 
conservation in Washington, agreed that 


those using decorative lights should pay 
closa attention to the wattage listed on 
the string of lights and make up for the 
usage by cutting back equal amounts of 
power usage. 


Neither man would endorse cutting 


back on power usage to allow outdoor 
decorative lights, but for apparently dif- 
ferent reasons. 


McGarry, when asked If his office ap- 


proved outdoor lights If homeowners 
made equivalent energy use cutbacks, 
would only say "the President has re- 
quested citizens not use outdoor light- 
ing." 


Stava affirmed that Commonwealth 


Edison supported the President's position 
but emphasized Christmas lights use "a 
relatively small quantity of energy." 


STAVA SAID THE normal string of 12 


outdoor bulbs would use seven to eight 
watts of power each, or about 100 watts.'- 
That amount of electricity could be made 


up for by turning off one 100-watt bulb 
that would normally be on, during the 
time the Christmas lights are lit. 


Stava added that the miniature indoor 


lights use even less power. A string of 25 
to 35 lights only uses about 18 watts of 
power, said Stava. So five strings could 
be lit instead of one 100-watt bulb. . <. : • 


COMMONWEALTH EDISON officials 


contend that the Midwest has "the equip- 
ment and fuel to meet all energy needs." 
Government officials, meanwhile, said 
energy should be conserved, in case Edi-

Fifth ex-official pleads guilty to bribery

Guilty pleas were entered yesterday by 


the fifth of six former Hoffman Estates 
officials indicted on charges of bribery. 


Gerard L. Meyer, 42, a former village 


trustee, pleaded guilty to two counts of 
accepting bribes, one of filing a false In- 
come tax return and one of conspiracy. 
Meyer, 307 N. Bothwell. Palatine, is to 
be sentenced Jan. IS. Ho could be sen- 
tenced to a maximum 20-year jail term 
and fined up to $40,000. 


Meyer was Indicted Oct. 26 along with 


two former mayors, two other former 
trustees, Kaufman and Broad Inc.,. and 
former Stale Rep. Bernard M. Pcskln. 
All except Pestin and former trustee 
Herbert C. Gibson now have pleaded 
guilty to a share of the charges they 
faced. 


Pcskln and Gibson pleaded not guilty 


and are to appear in court Jan. 2 for 


scheduling of trials. Other 
charges 


against those who have pleaded guilty 
are to be dropped when they are sen- 
tenced. 


THE INDICTMENT originally charged 


Meyer with 11 counts of bribery and one 
each of conspiracy and filing a false In- 
come tax return. It alleged he received 
bribes totalling $8,334 from Kaufman and 
Broad through Pcskin, the company's at- 
torney. 


Meyer was a village trustee from 1965 


to 1989, and Schaumburg Township clerk 
from 1961 until he resigned in December 
1963. He is now a vice president of Cook 
Electric Co., Wlrccom Division, in Mor- 
ton Grove. He lived, at 315 Milton Ln., 
when he held the village office. 


By the time Meyer appears before U.S. 


District Court Judge Frank J. McGarr 
for sentencing, four of his fellow former 
officials will already have , been sen-

Most suburban observers feel the score • 


on the new Regional Transit Authority, 
legislation Is Chicago 1, suburbs 0. 


The next few years under RTA prom- 


lac no new services to suburban residents 
— only continuance of existing commuter 
and bus lines — while the Chicago Tran- 
sit Authority system may be overhauled. 


Transportation expert Richard Mi- 


chaels of the Transportation Center of 
Northwestern University Is certain that 
suburban residents won't get air they 


want in an RTA. He says, however, that 
with proper management, the six-county 
RTA can at least'give the suburbs an 
alternative to the auto for getting to and 
from work. 


SUBURBAN legislators see a lot in the 


bill that will help Chicago and little to' 
help the suburbs.- Under last-minute 
pressure In the-Illinois General Assem- 
bly, a compromise bill was put together 
that left a lot of loopholes, local legisla- 
tors say. 
• Chicago will receive almost immediate 
benefits from the bill through subsidies 


until the RTA Is formed. The rest of the' 
proposal will have to await the March 19 
referendum, when residents of all six 
counties will be asked if an RTA should 
be formed. 


Michaels said he would be extremely 


surprised if the referendum doesn't pass 
overwhelmingly. Many observers agree 
with him, because all votes will be tal- 
lied together for the six counties, and the 
weight of a heavy Cook County vote 
should be enough to carry it through. A 
few legislators fought for a referendum 
that would allow each county to decide 


Individually whether it would participate, 
but their proposal was lost. 


STATE REP. Eugene F. Schllckman, 


R-Arlington Heights, says a protective 
measure was altered that would have 
guaranteed that two-thirds of all money 
collected be spent In the county where it 
was collected. The "safeguard" now pro- 
vides only that the money be spent on 
services to the county. Thus, it could all 
be spent on rail lines only reaching into a 
party of that county, and not providing 
any local service. 


Michaels says many pitfalls await the 
new board. Based on bis observations of 
other regional authorities in the east, for 
example, he said the RTA "doesn't guar- 
antee it will satisfy any of the suburban 
demands." 


In Philadelphia, each division — rail, 


bus and suburban bus — operates inde- 
pendently, competing for budget funding 
and operating much as they did before 
regional organization, Michaels said.

polls Saturday to decide the fate of a $6.5 
million referendum for the completion of 
Maine North High School. 


The referendum,'approved by (he Dlst 


207 board In September, will bring the 
school "up to par" with other township 
high schools, according to district offi- 
cials. 


Currently, Maine North lacks proper 


quarters for music, art, speech, drama 
and printing. The school also needs an 
auditorium, swimming pool, wood shop, 
photo lab and outdoor physical education 
and athletic facilities, educators say. 


School officials said construction at 


Maine North was paced to anticipate en- 
rollment. The first stage, completed in 
1970, included an academic wing, Indus- 
trial arts area and physical education fa- 
cilities adequate for 1,750 students. 


WHILE CURRENT enrollment Is 1,563, 


many programs are suffering, according 
to John C. Biirkhardt, member of tho ref- 
erendum committee. 


"Music classes, rehearsals and prac- 


tice sessions are now being held in busi- 
ness education rooms," he said. "Speech 
and drama is clearly handicapped by a 
complete lack of stage and auditorium 
facilities." 


Burkhardt noted that there arc no foot- 


ball fields, track or outdoor spectator fa- 
cilities. Maine North teams must travel 
to other township school facilities when 
they are available, he said. 


Because of the lack of facilities,'car-

BOTH STAVA and Bart J. McGarry, 


assistant director of the office of energy 
conservation in Washington, agreed that 
those using decorative lights should pay 
close attention to the wattage listed on 
the string of lights and make up for the 
usage by cutting back equal amounts of 
power usage. 


Neither man would endorse cutting 


back on power usagg to allow outdoor 
decorative lights, but for apparently dif- 
ferent reasons. 


McGarry, when asked if his office ap- 


proved outdoor lights if homeowners 
made equivalent energy use cutbacks, 
would only say "the President has re- 
quested citizens not use outdoor light- 
ing." 


Stava affirmed that Commonwealth 


Edison supported the President's position 
but emphasized Christmas lights use "a 
relatively small quantity of energy." 


STAVA SAID THE normal string of 12 


outdoor bulbs would use seven to eight 
watts of power each, or about 100 watts. 
That amount of electricity could be made 
up for by turning off one 100-watt bulb 
that would normally be on, during the 
time the Christmas lights are lit 


Stava added that the miniature'indoor 


lights use even less power. A string of 25 
to 35 lights only uses about 18 watts of 
power, said Stava. So five strings could 
be Ut instead of one 100-watt bulb. 


COMMONWEALTH EDISON officials 


contend that the Midwest has "the equip- 
ment and fuel to meet all energy needs." 
Government officials, meanwhile, said 
energy should be conserved, in case Edi-

The rest of the • 
proposal will have to await the March 19 
referendum, when residents of all six 
counties will be asked if an RTA should 
be formed. 


Michaels said he would be extremely 


surprised if the referendum doesn't pass 
overwhelmingly. Many observers agree 
with him, because all votes will be tal- 
lied together for the six counties, and the 
weight of a heavy Cook County vote 
should be enough to carry it through.

decorative lights, but for apparently dif- 
ferent reasons. ' 


McGarry, when asked if his office ap- 


proved outdoor lights if homeowners 
made equivalent energy use cutbacks, 
would only say "the President has re- 
quested citizens not use outdoor light- 
ing." 


Stava affirmed that Commonwealth 


Edison supported the President's position 
but emphasized Christmas lights use "a 
relatively small quantity of energy." 


STAVA SAID THE normal string of 12 


outdoor bulbs would use seven to eight 
watts of power each, or about 100 watts. 
That amount of electricity could be made 
up for by turning off one 100-watt 'bulb 
that would normally be on, during the 
time the Christmas lights are lit. 


Stava added that the miniature indoor 


lights use even less power. A string of 25 
to 35 lights only uses about 18 watts of 
power, said Stava. So five strings could 
be lit instead of one 100-watt bulb. 


COMMONWEALTH EDISON officials 


contend that the Midwest has "the equip- 
ment and fuel to meet all energy needs." 
Government officials, meanwhile, said 
energy should be conserved, in case Edi- 
son was called on to generate power to 
another area of the country hi danger of 
a brownout 


According to Jack Stephens, district 


manager for the Northwest area of Com- 
monwealth Edison, the area does not 
face an energy shortage because its elec- 
tric generators rely on nuclear and coal 
power for 90 per cent of its needs, using 
oil and natural gas for the rest, both of 
which are in short supply.

Elk Grove, Schaumburg townships 
Mental health plans detailed 


Details of separating Elk Grovc- 


Schaumburg Townships Mental Health 
Center and Elk Grove Village Commu- 
nity Service were mapped out in a spe- 
cial meeting this week. 


Members of the Community Service 


Board, the mental health center board 
and the Elk Grove Village Board • of 
Trustees attended the Tuesday meeting. 


Under the guidelines agreed upon, at 


the end of the present fiscal year, April 
30, 1974, the village win no longer pro- 
vide direct financial support to the men- 
tal health center. All employes of the 
center, now on the village payroll, will 
be transferred to the center's payroll. ' 


ANY FUTURE funding of the center 


with village money will only be made on 
the recommendation of the newly organ- 
ized Community Service Board. If spe- 
cial mental health center services were 
required, Community Service would con- 
tract for them. 


The new board have 13 members. Fa- 


ther George Rassas, chairman of the 
board, will submit a list of proposed 
board members to Village Pros. Charles 
Zcttck for his approval. 


Two of the 13 members will also serve \ 


on tno mental health center board in a 
liaison role. One village trustee will be 
on the Community Service Board. 


The Community Service Board will 


have to arrange for the hiring of a direc- 
tor. 


Jorden Rosen has served as the execu- 


tive director of both the Community Ser- 
vice organization and the mental health 
center. Village trustees Indicated that 
Rosen could be hired on a part-time 
basis by the Community Service Board. 


If Rosen were hired, the village would 


then pay for his services. 


THE TRUSTEES indicated that Com- 


munity Service should return to what 
several of them called its "original role" 
of finding solutions to village social prob- 
lems. 


Trustee Edward Kenna said Commu- 


nity Service should "develop the chan- 
nels to get the person to the help. They 
should develop new programs only when 
no other programs existed." 


Zettek said, "I'm real excited about 


the Community Service Board, its back 
where it belongs." 


Community Service was Initially devel- 


oped in. the mid 1960s as the village's 
social service agency. Its early emphasis 
was on the problems of youth in the com- 
munity.

Gradually, the organization became 


primarily a counseling' agency. In .1972, 
Community Service received a grant 


from the state to establish a mental 
health clinic. 


AS PART OF the grant, Community 


Service had to reorganize into a new 
agency and the mental health center for 
the two townships was created. 


Village officials later became upset 


over the creation of the mental health 
center, contending the original Commu- 
nity Service had been overshadowed by 
the new agency. 


The village board then demanded that 


Community Service separate completely 
from the mental health center and return 
to a distinct village agency.

elementary school officials are wait- 
ing to see If the Dist. 214 Board de- 
cides to extend the Christmas vaca- 
tion before making the move them- 
selves.

Office-use zoning request turned down 


The Elk Grove Village Board of 


Trustees has denied the request of Rob- 
ert Fleming to rezone two lots at Oak- 
wood Drive and Arlington Heights Road 
from residential to office transitional 
zoning. 


The property is now the site of the Cen- 


tex Homes Corp. field supervisor's office. 
Fleming, president of the village library 
board and chairman of the zoning board 
of appeals, wanted to use the building for 
his real estate business. 


Residents of the area objected .to the 


request, saying when they bought their 
homes Centex officials promised them 
the building would be.removed and the 
two lots developed for residential homes. 


The residents also objected to a real 


state office being located on the site, con- 
tending it would disturb the neighbor- 
hood and cause an Increased traffic haz- 
ard. 


THE CENTEX building, one of the old- 


est in Elk Grove Village, was construct- 
ed under a special use permit In an 
agreement with the village, Centex had 
stated that the building would be de- 
stroyed when the company no longer 
needed it 


In denying the reroning request, the 


board agreed with the plan commission 
recommendation that the property should 
not be rezoned. 


The recommendation was based on 


four points: 


• The area should be kept residential. 
• Centex had made an agreement to 


remove the building and should perhaps 
be reprimanded for failing to keep the 
bargain. 


• Although the area could be a buffer 


along Arlington Heights Road, it would 
not be beneficial to residents on Oakwood 
Drive. 


• The commission had "no qualms" 


with the way Fleming would conduct his 
business, there was no way to guarantee 
future owners of the property would be 
as considerate. 


The village attorney also was directed 


by the board to study the possibility of 
legal action against Centex for failing to 
keep its agreement with the village.

Guilty pleas were entered yesterday by 


the fifth of six former Hoffman Estates 
officials Indicted on charges of bribery. 


Gerard L. Meyer, 42, a former village 


trustee, pleaded guilty to two counts of 
accepting bribes, one of filing a false. In- 
come tax return and one of conspiracy. 
Meyer, 307 N. BothwcU, Palatine, Is to 
be sentenced Jan. 15. He could be sen- 
tenced to a maximum 20-year jail term 
and fined up to 140,000. 


Meyer was Indicted Oct. 26 along with 


two former mayors, two other former 
trustees, Kaufman and Broad Inc., and 
former State Rep. Bernard M. Peskin. 
All except PesJdn and former trustee 
Herbert C. Gibson now have pleaded 
guilty to a share of the charges they 
faced. 


Pcsldn and Gibson pleaded not guilty 


and are to appear In court Jan. 2 for 
scheduling of trials. Other charges 
against those who have pleaded guilty 
are to be dropped when they are sen- 
tenced. 


THE INDICTMENT originally charged 


Meyer with 11 counts of bribery and one 
each of conspiracy and filing a false In- 
come tax return. It alleged he received 
bribes totalling $8,334 from Kaufman and 


Broad through Peskin, the company's, at- 
torney. 


Meyer was a village trustee from 1965 


to I960, and Schaumburg Township clerk, 
from 1961 until he resigned In December'' 
19G3. He Is now a vice president of Cook 
Electric Co., Wirecom Division, In Mor- 
ton Grove. He lived at 315 Milton Ln., 
when be held the village office. • 


By the time Meyer appears before U.S. 


District Court Judge Frank J. McGarr< 
for sentencing, four of his fellow former 
officials will already have been sen- 
tenced. Roy L. Jenldns, 45; Edward F. 
Plngcr, 46: James L. Sloan, 40; and How- 
ard (Jack) Noble, 52, are scheduled for 
sentencing Dec. 18. 


JENKINS HAS pleaded guilty to seven 


of the original 14 charges ho faced, and 
could receive sentences up to 35 years In 
prison and $70,000 In fines. Plnger, Sloan 
and Noble each pleaded guilty to two 
charges, and each faces maximum pe- 
nalties of 10 years and $20,000 In fines.

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Do suburbs come out on bottom of RTA pile?

Most suburban observers feel the score 


on the new Regional Transit Authority 
legislation Is Chicago 1, suburbs 0. 


The next few years under RTA prom- 


ise-no new services to suburban residents 
— only continuance of existing commuter 
and bus lines — while the Chicago Tran- 
sit Authority system may be overhauled. 


Transportation expert Richard Mi- 


chaels of the Transportation Center of 
Northwestern University is certain that 
suburban residents won't get all they 


want in an RTA. Me says, however, that 
with proper management, the six-county 
RTA can at least give the suburbs an 
alternative to the auto for getting to and 
from work. 


SUBURBAN legislators see a lot in the 


bill that will help Chicago and little to' 
help the suburbs. Under last-minute 
pressure in the Illinois General Assem- 
bly, a compromise bill was put together 
that left a lot of loopholes, local .legisla- 
tors say. 


Chicago will receive almost Immediate 


benefits from (he bill through subsidies 


until the RTA Is formed. The rest of the 
proposal will have to await the March 19 
referendum, when residents of all six 
counties will be asked If an RTA should 
be formed. 


Michaels said he would be extremely 


surprised if the referendum doesn't pass 
overwhelmingly. Many observers agree 
with him, because all votes will be tal- 
lied together for the six counties, and the 
weight of a heavy Cook County vote 
should be enough to carry it through. A 
few legislators fought for a referendum 
that would allow each county to decide 


Individually whether it would participate, 
but their proposal was lost. 


STATE REP. Eugene F. Schlickman, 


R-Arlington Heights, says a protective 
measure was altered that would have 
guaranteed that two-thirds of all money 
collected be. spent In the county where it 
was collected. The "safeguard" now pro- 
vides only that the money be spent on 
services to the county. Thus, it could all 
be spent on rail lines only reaching into a 
party of that county, and not providing 
any local service. 


Michaels says many pitfalls await the. 
new board. Based on his observations'of 
other regional authorities in the east, for 
example, he said the RTA "doesn't guar- 
antee it will satisfy any of the suburban 
demands."

In Philadelphia, each division — rail, 


bus and suburban bus — operates inde- 
pendently, competing for budget funding 
and operating much as they did before 
regional organization, Michaels said.

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Several buildings to be rased 
Major redevelopment plans 
for downtown area unveiled 


by JOANN VAN WYE 


Plans were unveiled yesterday for a 


major redevelopment of downtown Pala- 
tine which calls for the razing of several 
buildings to make way for a scries of 
specialty shops. 


One of the first buildings to be razed 


will be the old Palatine National Bank at 
34 N. Brockway St., one of the village's 
oldest buildings. The building is owned 
by the Palatine National Bank, which Is 
currently negotiating for the purchase of 
other property on the block. 


Development of the block Is contingent 


on how much land can be acquired, said 
Lee Morrison, president of the bank, at a 
press conference at the Inverness Coun- 
try Club where the redevelopment plans 
were announced. Morrison indicated he 
didn't see a need for a major retail store, 
but rather high-grade specialty stores, 
perhaps with office space, in the same 
building — or a nice restaurant. 


THE REDEVELOPMENT project Is 


being promoted and financially backed 
by Morrison and James A. Drysdale, ' 
president of the First Bank and Trust •

ALTHOUGH IT moans the closing of 


her store, Mrs. Bowen sincerely believes 


the plans to redevelop downtown Pala- 
tine are good. 


"As long as someone has to go, It's 


best it's us. Ours is the most expendable 
(store). Ours Is Just for fun," said Mrs. 
Bowen. 


"The block has to be changed to get 


rid of that horrid reminder next door 
(the site where three volunteer firemen 
were killed fighting the fire that de- 
stroyed the Ben Franklin Store, 38 N. 
Brockway St., last Feb. 26)," said Mrs. 
Bowen. 


THE MERCHANTS always have been 


aware of a need to revitalize downtown 
Palatine and were finally rooted out of

have agreed to provide the required fi- 
nancing for desirable businesses to ac-. 
quire land and remodel facilities in the 
central business district. 


As an initial step, Palatine National 


Bank has purchased the Arlington Plat- 
Ing Co. at 154 W. Wilson for 1150,000. 
There are no immediate plans' to raze 
the building, but Morrison said eventual- 
ly the company's old sheds along the Chi- 
cago and North Western Ry. and adjacent 
property the bank may acquire would be 
torn <down to make way for a com- 
mercial area. 


The redevelopment plans are still In 


their Initial stages wtlh no timetable set] 
up for completion, no estimate of cost 
and no architectural drawings as yet es- 
tablished. This will be part of the work of 
a 12-member New Palatine Committee, 
composed of Palatine businessmen. 


THE COMMITTEE and village offi- 


cials Indicated they would like to see a 
planned approach taken to the redevelop- 
ment, rather than having it done piece- 
meal but this would depend on the avail- 
ability of property to join parcels into a 
large enough planning area. 


The village's role in the redevelopment 


will be that of "a helping hand," said 
Pres. Wendell E. Jones. Jones said this 
would include appointment of a trustee to 
act as a liaison between the committee 
and the village board, helping the com- 
mittee determine what Is feasible and 
what Is not, a study of traffic flow 
through the downtown and the need of 
off-street parking. 


"The solution to our needed economic 


rejuvenation lies not in seeking federal 
funds or even through local tax funds, 
but In mobilizing our resources through 
private enterprise," said Jones. 


THE TRUSTEES indicated that rede- 


velopment of downtown Palatine would 
in turn help the village and the residents 
because more sales tax revenue would be 
generated, relieving the tax burden on 
property owners. 


The 1057 village amortization ordi- 


nance banning non-conforming building 
uses In the downtown area, which was 
originally supposed to take effect In 1967 
but was extended to July 1, 1974, will 
also be given careful consideration by 
the board in light of the redevelopment 
plans. Jones said he personally felt the 
ban on non-conforming uses should be 
enforced when the extension expires but 
the decision was up to the village board. 


"We need to evaluate'every parcel in 


the downtown area in terms of goals. We 
want to make the change as comfortable 
as possible," said Jones. 


Drysdale,' Morrison and Trustee James 


L. Shaw will form the executive com- 
mittee of the New Palatine Committee. 
The executive .committee members and 
Jones agreed to the remainder of the

Most of the small merchants in down- 


town Palatine were In the dork yester- 
day as to plans for revamping (ho vil- 
lage's central business district. 


Some of these businessmen had been 


privy to rumors but none of those con- 
tacted by The Herald hod been officially 
notified of tho redevelopment plans. 


The Downtown Merchants Association 


has not been briefed on the redevelop- 
ment plans nor have their views been 
sought on the plan being put forth. 


Big money is backing this and the little 


guys just'don't have much to say, said 
George Bacher, owner of By the Seat of 
Your Pants, 57 N. Bothwell St. 


THE MERCHANTS were in agreement 


something had to be done to revitalize 
the downtown' business area, but had 
mixed opinions on what the results would 
be. 


"Anything that would go up across the 


street could only be an asset," said Tony 
Beery, manager of The Fashion Nook at 


53 W. Slade, referring to the old Palatine 
National Bank which is scheduled to be 
torn down. . 


Bacher equated the redevelopment 


plans with "bigness" and expressed 
fears the personal atmosphere which 
now attracts customers to the downtown 
area would be lost. 


All of the merchants agreed that if 


handled right, the redevelopment would 
motivate more shoppers to come to the 
downtown area and act as an incentive 
to present merchants to Improve their 
stores. But the general attitude was one 
of wait and see. 


TONY GRECO, who runs the Village 


Oasis Shopping Center, said yesterday 
that the downtown-would need more than 
renovation to attract many more shop- 
pers. 


"There's more competition now," 


Greco said, pointing out stores and shop- 
ping centers away from the downtown 
area that are easier to reach. As far as 
Greco is concerned, the proposed renova- 


tion isn't going to really hurt his busi- 
ness. 


"People come to us for what we have 


and what we are, not where we are," 
Greco said of the shopping centers' spe- 
cialized stores. One-of-a-kind stores that 
draw customers may be the solution to 
attracting downtown business, he added. 


When business slows in the relatively- 


congested downtown area, Greco said, 
"All of a sudden, you start blaming it on 
conditions." Greco said he believes the 
bigger problem is that most stores in the 
downtown are not offering the shoppers 
anything that can't be purchased just as 
easily in some of the more accessible 
outlying shopping centers.

Ex-official admits bribe

Guilty picas were entered yesterday by 


tho fifth of six former Hoffman Estates 
officials Indicted on charges of bribery. 


Gerard L. Meyer, 42, a former village 


trustee, pleaded guilty to two counts of 
accepting bribes, one of filing a false In- 
come tax return and one of conspiracy. 
Meyer, 307 N. Both well, Palatine, Is to 
bo sentenced Jan. 15. Ho could be sen- 
tenced to a maximum 20-year jail term 
and fined up to $40,000. 


Meyer was indicted Oct. 26 along with 


two former mayors, two other former 
trustees, Kaufman and Broad Inc., and 
former State Rep. Bernard M. Pcskln. 
All except Pcskin and former trustee 
Herbert C. Gibson now have pleaded 


guilty to a share of the charges they 
faced. 


Pcskin and Gibson pleaded not guilty 


and arc to appear in court Jan. 2 for 
scheduling of trials. Other charges 
against those who have pleaded guilty 
arc to be dropped when they are sen- 
tenced. 


THE INDICTMENT originally charged 


Meyer with 11 counts of bribery and one 
each of conspiracy and filing a false In- 
come tax return. It alleged he received 
bribes totalling $8,334 from Kaufman and 
Broad through Pcskln, the company's at- 
torney. 


Meyer was a village trustee from 1965 


to 1060, and Schaumburg Township clerk 
from 1061 until he resigned in December 


1963. He is now a vice president of Cook 
Electric Co., Wirecom Division, in Mor- 
ton Grove. He lived at 316 Milton Ln., 
when he held the village office. 


By the time Meyer appears before U.S. 


District Court Judge Frank J. McGarr 
for sentencing, four of his fellow former 
officials will already have been sen- 
tenced. Roy L. Jenkins, 45; Edward F. 
Pinger, 46: James L. Sloan, 40; and How- 
ard (Jack) Noble, 52, are scheduled for 
sentencing Dec. 18.

TV may help sharpen teachers9 skills 


by REGINA OEIILER 


By watching themselves on television, 


teachers In Palatine-Rolling Meadows 
School Dlst. 15 may become better teach- 
ers. 


That's the theory behind a new ln-scr- 


vice teacher education program being 
field tested In tho district's 16 elementa- 
ry schools. Using the medium of closed- 
circuit television, the program attempts 
to teach the classroom instructors specif- 
ic skills. This year's emphasis Is on man- 
aging a classroom through encour- 
agement rather than punishment. 


THE SKILLS are presented in a scries 


of fivo lessons. The teacher studies the 
lesson, then prepares a lecture and activ- 
ities designed to use the skills presented 
In tho lesson. 


Tho teaching plans are then used to 


teach a small group of students. This 
session U videotaped and the teacher 
gets to see the results on closed-circuit 
television afterwards. 


Tho teacher watches the film and tries 


to spot weak areas. On the next filmed 
teaching session, the instructors tries to 
improve the weak areas and Incorporate 
some new Ideas learned from the second 
lesson in the scries. 


Fivo films are made In a five-week pe- 


riod. Program coordinator Peggy Bishop 
said each teacher Involved in the in-ser- 
vlco program spends about 16 hours of 
her free time working on the lessons. 


Besides learning from the lessons, the 


teachers also evaluate the program. 
Tho evaluation Is sent back to the pub- 
lisher, who considers tho criticism when 
ho makes tho final product. 


"These programs are field tested In dif- 


ferent areas throughout the country," 
Mrs. Bishop said. Depending on the types 
of criticism received from all over, some 
films arc changed or not. 


Mrs. Bishop sold tho school district 


was probably chosen for a field test site 
because it was a demonstration center 
two years ago. 


As a demonstration center, Dist. 15 


used four micro teaching courses that it 
showed to approximately 200 persons dur- 
ing the 1070-71 school year. 


EACH VISITOR and the 30 teachers In- 


volved In the program evaluated the 
teaching technique afterwards. The eval- 
uations were favorable, said Mrs. Bish- 
op. "We were excited because they felt it 
was worthwhile," she said. 


No programs were demonstrated or 


field tested last year, Mrs. Bishop said. 
She added that there hadn't been any 
new programs developed until this year. 


Programs demonstrated two years ago 


included individualized instruction In 
math, organizing the primary grades for 
individualized instruction, thought ques- 
tions and helping children improve lan- 
guage skills.

Trails. 


The association would be similar to one 


which now exists on the North Shore and 
has proven successful, DeVos said. 


He added the association could be a 


springboard to further cooperative pro- 
grams between park districts. "I think it 
is a start of park districts working to- 
gether on a greater basis," he said.

Don't feel guilty when you turn on 


those Christinas lights. Turn off a few 
light bulbs instead. 


Local Commonwealth Edison Co.- offi- 


cials said they support President Nixon's 
request to "cut all outdoor Christmas 
lighting completely while curtailing in- 
door lighting." At the same time, offi- 
cials said Christmas lights use a relative- 
ly small amount of electricity and can be 
compensated-for by turning off some in- 
door lights. 


"That's what most families do any- 


way," said Clem Stava, Com Ed's direc- 
tor of new information. "Whoever has 
decorative Indoor lights or Christmas 
lights on their tree will leave other in- 
door lights off," he added. "So no addi- 
tional electricity is used," Stava said. 


BOTH STAVA and Bart J. McGarry, 


assistant director of the office of energy 
conservation in Washington, agreed that 
those using decorative lights should pay 
close attention to the wattage listed on 
the string of lights and make up for the 
usage by cutting back equal amounts of 
power usage. 


Neither man would endorse cutting 


back on power usage to allow outdoor 
decorative lights, but for apparently dif- 
ferent reasons. 


McGarry, when asked if his office ap- 


proved outdoor lights if homeowners 
made equivalent energy use cutbacks, 
would only say "the President has re- 
quested citizens not^use outdoor light- 
ing." 


Stava affirmed that Commonwealth 


Edison supported the President's position 
but emphasized Christmas lights use "a 
relatively small quantity of energy." 


STAVA SAID THE normal string of 12 


outdoor bulbs would use seven to eight 
watts of power each, or about 100 watts'. 
That amount of electricity could be made 
up for by turning off one 100-watt bulb 
that would normally be on, during the 
time the Christmas lights are lit. 


Stava added that the miniature indoor 


lights use even less power. A string of 25 
to 35 lights only uses about 18 watts of 
power, said Stava. So five strings could 
be lit instead of one 100-watt bulb. 


COMMONWEALTH EDISON officials 


contend that the Midwest has "the equip- 
ment and fuel to meet all energy needs." 
Government officials, meanwhile, said 
energy should be conserved, In case Edi- 
son was called on to generate power to 
another area of the country in danger of 
a brownout. 


According to Jack Stephens, district 


manager for the Northwest area of Com- 
monwealth Edison, the area does not 
face an energy shortage because its elec-

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Do suburbs come out on bottom of RTA pile?

Most suburban observers feel the score 


on the new Regional Transit Authority 
legislation is Chicago 1, suburbs 0. 


The next few years under RTA prom- 


ise no new services to suburban residents 
— only continuance of existing commuter 
and bus lines — while the Chicago Tran- 
sit Authority system may be overhauled. 


Transportation expert Richard Mi- 


chaels of the Transportation Center of 
Northwestern University is certain that 
suburban residents won't get all they 


want in an RTA. He says, however, that 
with proper management, the six-county 
RTA can at least give the suburbs an 
alternative to the auto for getting to and 
from work. 


SUBURBAN legislators see a lot in the 


bill that will help Chicago and little to 
help the suburbs. Under last-minute 
pressure in the Illinois General Assem- 
bly, a compromise bill was put together 
that left a lot of loopholes, local legisla- 
tors say. 


Chicago will receive almost immediate 


benefits from the bill through subsidies 


until the RTA is formed. The rest of the 
proposal will have to await the March 19 
referendum, when residents of all six 
counties will be asked if an RTA should 
be formed. 


Michaels said he would be extremely 


surprised if the referendum doesn't pass 
overwhelmingly. Many, observers agree 
with him, because all votes will be tal- 
lied together for the six counties, and the 
weight of a heavy Cook County vote 
should be enough to carry it through. A 
few legislators fought for a referendum 
that would allow each county to- decide 


individually whether it would participate, 
but their proposal was lost. 


STATE REP. Eugene F. Schllckman, 


R-Ariington Heights, says a protective 
nuasure was altered that would have 
guaranteed that two-thirds of all money 
collected be spent In the county where it 
was collected. The "safeguard" now pro- 
vides'only that the money be spent on 
services to the county. Thus, it could all 
be spent on rail lines only reaching into a 
party of that county, and not providing 
any local service. 
, 


Michaels says many pitfalls await the 


new board. Based on his observations of 
other regional authorities in the east, for 
example, be said the RTA "doesn't guar- 
antee it will satisfy any of the suburban 
demands." 


In Philadelphia, each division — rail, 


bus and suburban bus — operates inde- 
pendently, competing for budget funding 
and operating much as they did before 
regional organization, Michaels said.

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Suggestion follows conciliatory meeting 
$10,000 police patrol fee 
for parks could be waived

The Rolling Meadows City Council fi- 


nance committee will recommend waiv- 
ing a $10,000 fee for park district police 
protection, after a conciliatory meeting 
between city officials and park district 
commissioners. 


The recommendation to waive the fee 


to be paid by the park district for police 
patrol of tho spo»_s complex and parks, 
was made Tuesday by Aid. Kenneth 
Rctzko (5th) during a discussion of city 
finances. It came only a day after 
Rctzkc, Aid. Merrill Wuerch (1st), Aid. 
James Huddleston (4th), and Mayor Ro- 
land Meyer met with park district offi- 
cials to discuss lines of cooperation be- 
twcen the two. 


Relations between the city and park 


district in the past have been cool at 
best. Proposals by the district to receive 
supplemental funding for projects and 
equipment from tho city in the past have 
repeatedly been turned down, even 
though the city has aided the library, 
school districts and the now-abolished 
fire protection district. 


ALDERMEN HAD SAID in the past 


that mismanagement of park district af- 
fairs had been responsible for the reluc- 
tance on the part of the dty to aid the 
park district. 


Personality clashes between dty offi- 


cials and past park district officials 
apparently also Hampered attempts at 
cooperation. 


City considering buying 
State Street decorations 


The Christmas decorations that now 


don State Street in Chicago may next 
year light the main streets of Rolling 
Meadows. 


The dty Is considering purchasing 73 


streetlight Christmas decorations from 
the State Street Council which the coun- 
cil will no longer use next year. The dec- 
orations, which were originally pur- 
chased for more than $100,000, would cost 
tho city $16,000, but dty officials have 
said they will only make the purchase If 
local merchants or dvlc groups agree to 
fund at least half the cost 


Aid. Fredrick Jacobson (5th) told the 


dty council finance committee Tuesday 
of the availability of the decorations. He 
said the matter was discussed recently 
with James Bade of the State Street 
Council. 


JACOBS ON SAID the decorations 


would be placed on street light poles on 
Klrchoff, Algonquin and Plum Grove 
roads for the Christmas season. Using 


7K-watt light bulbs to illuminate the deco 
rations would cost the dty only about 
$150 in electricity, he told the committee. 
> 


Jacobson said lie did not think the cur- 


rent energy crisis would affect the justi- 
fication for the purchase because the 
amount of eledridty used would be min- 
imal. 


"I think the Idea is that this is not a 


one-year expenditure," he said yester- 
day. "These could last another five to 
eight years at the least. We're talking 
about getting in excess of $100,000 of dec- 
orations for $16,000. Hopefully next year 
the energy situation will be better." 


He pointed out that Commonwealth 


Edison has said there are ample kilo- 
watts of etectridty being produced In the 
Midwest so that no real shortage of elec- 
tricity exists In this area. 


Members of the finance committee 


agreed, however, that the purchase 
would only be considered if the Chamber

Library to offer computer use 


Patrons of the Rolling Meadows Public 


Library, 3110 Martin La, soon can use a 
computer to study math or adcnce. 


The library board voted Tuesday night 


to Install one computer terminal In the 
library for a month-long trial period. A 
final decision on the computerized study 
aide Is expected at the Jan.l meeting. 


The terminal will be hooked up to the 


High School Dist. 2M computer, accord- 
ing to library director Virginia Council. 
It Is being rented from Dist. 214. A rental 
fee has not been established but the li- 


brary board has approved an ex- 
penditure of up to $250. 


Similar to computer components pre- 


sently being used in the high schools, the 
terminal probably will consist of a tube 
ending in a small television-type screen 
and a typewriter keyboard. People using 
the machine can type out a specific code 
for a specific study program, or type out 
questions for the computer to answer. 


THE TERMINAL probably will be 


available for use in the evenings and

RETZKE WAS SUPPORTED in his

Jacob- 
son at one point asked if it would be 
more beneficial to city residents if the 
dty fund several park improvements in- 
stead of refunding the fees.

But Retzke said waiving the $10,000 fee 


would be an immediate step the dty 
could take to assist the district, and Ja- 
cobson and Huddleston voiced agree- 
ment.

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Teacher evaluation can be touchy issue 


Ono of the stickiest issues in education 


involves teacher evaluation. 


Anytime teachers and administrators 


and board members sit down to talk, one 
Issue that's almost bound to come up in* 
volves how teachers, who operate alone, 
In classrooms, often behind closed doors, 
can bo effectively evaluated. 


All sorts of proposals arc put forward. 


Students could be given tests and if they 
achieve, the teacher could get a gold 
star. Formal committees could sit In on 
classes. Or complex forms could be 
worked out. 


The problem obviously won't bo solved 


easily or quickly, because there are lots 
of questions — like just what do we ex- 
pect of teachers — that have to be an- 
swered. 


But, while reading through this 


month's copy of "American Teacher," 
the newspaper put out by the American 
Federation of Teachers, a national teach- 
ers union, I found a teacher "self-rating 
scale" devised by an AFT member at 
California State University in Son Diego. 


Tho author suggested that teachers 


place themselves on the scale. He was 
biased toward the lop end of the scale, 
but it occurred to me that the list, though 
not inclusive, docs give a pretty wide- 
ranging description of many kinds of 
teachers — take a look to see where your 
child's teacher fits: 


1. Status Quo, cold — traditional teach- 


ing: 


a. Sitting In rows, assigned. 
b. Teacher-directed classroom work, 


mainly questlon-and-answcr. 


c. Systemwide teacher guides 
ex- 


clusively used In the classroom. 


d. Teacher solo authority. 
0. Teacher all business with no 


warmth towards the students.

Onetime Hoffman Estates trustee 
Ex-official admits bribe

Guilty pleas were entered yesterday by 


the fifth of six former Hoffman Estates 
officials Indicted on charges of bribery. 


Gerard L. Meyer, 42, a former village 


trustee, pleaded guilty to two counts of 
accepting bribes, one of filing a false In- 
come tax return and one of conspiracy. 
Meyer, 307 N. Bothwcll, Palatine, Is to 
bo sentenced Jan. 15. He could be sen- 
tenced to a maximum 20-year jail term 
and fined up to $40,000. 


Meyer was indicted Oct. 26 along with 


two former mayors, two other former 
trustees, Kaufman and Broad Inc., and 
former State Rep. Bernard M. Pcskin. 
All except Pcskin and former trustee 
Herbert C. Gibson now have pleaded 


guilty to a share of the charges they 
faced. 


Pcskin and Gibson pleaded not guilty 


and arc to appear in court Jan. 2 for 
scheduling of trials. Other charges 
against those who have pleaded guilty 
arc to be dropped when they are sen- 
tenced, 


THE INDICTMENT originally charged 


Meyer with 11 counts of bribery and one 
each of conspiracy and filing a false In- 
come tax return. It alleged be received 
bribes totalling $8,334 from Kaufman and 
Broad through Peskin, the company's at- 
torney. 


Meyer was a village trustee from 1965 


to 1069, and Schaumburg Township clerk

TV may help sharpen teachers9 skills 


by REGINA OEIILER 


By watching themselves on television, 


teachers in Palatine-Rolling Meadows 
School DIM. 15 may become better teach- 
ers. 


That's the theory behind a new in-ser- 


vice teacher education program being 
field tested in the district's IS elementa- 
ry schools. Using the medium of closed- 
circuit television, the program attempts 
to teach the classroom instructors specif- 
ic skills. This year's emphasis Is on man- 
aging a classroom 
through encour- 


agement rather than punishment. 


THE SKILLS are presented in a series 


of five lessons. The teacher studies the 
lesson, then prepares a lecture and activ- 
ities designed to use the skills presented 
in the lesson. 


The teaching plans arc then used to 


teach a small group of students. This 
session Is videotaped and the teacher 
gets to see the results on closed-circuit 
television afterwards. 


The teacher watches the film and tries 


to spot weak areas. On the next filmed 
teaching session, the instructors tries to 
improve the weak areas and incorporate 
some new Ideas learned from the second 
lesson in the series. 


Five films arc made in a five-week pe- 


riod. Program coordinator Peggy Bishop 
said each teacher Involved In the In-ser- 
vice program spends about IS hours of 
her free time working on the lessons. 


Besides learning from the lessons, the 


teachers also evaluate the program. 
The evaluation Is sent back to the pub- 
lisher, who considers the criticism when 
ho makes the final product. 


"These programs are field tested In dif- 


ferent areas throughout the country," 
Mrs. Bishop said. Depending on the types 
of criticism received from all over, some 
films are changed or not. 


Mrs. Bishop said the school district 


was probably chosen for a field test site 
because It was a demonstration center 
two yean ago. 


As a demonstration center, Dlst. IS 


used four micro teaching courses that it 
showed to approximately 200 persons dur- 
ing the 1970-71 school year. 


EACH VISITOR and the 30 teachers In- 


volved In the program evaluated the 
teaching technique afterwards. The eval- 
uations were favorable, said Mrs. Bish- 
op. "We were excited because they felt it 
was worthwhile," she said. 


No programs were demonstrated or 


field tested last year, Mrs. Bishop said. 
She added that there hadn't been any 
new programs developed until this year. 


Programs demonstrated two years ago 


included individualized instruction In 
math, organizing the primary grades for 
individualized instruction, thought ques- 
tions and helping children improve lan- 
guage skills.

Use Yule lights, 
but turn off 
other bulbs

Don't feel guilty when you turn on 


those Christmas lights. Turn off a few 
light bulbs Instead. 


Local Commonwealth Edison Co offi- 


cials said they support President Nixon's 
request to "cut all outdoor Christmas 
lighting completely while curtailing in- 
door lighting." At the same time, offi- 
cials said Christmas lights use a relative- 
ly small amount of electricity and can be 
compensated for by turning off some In- 
door lights. 


"That's what most families do any- 


way," said Clem Stava, Com Ed's direc- 
tor of new information. "Whoever has 
decorative Indoor lights or Christmas 
lights on their tree will leave other in- 
door lights off," he added. "So no addi- 
tional electricity Is used," Stava said. 


BOTH STAVA and Bart J. McGarry, 


assistant director of the office of energy 
conservation in Washington, agreed that 
those using decorative lights should pay 
close attention to the wattage listed on 
the string of lights and make up for the 
usage by cutting back equal amounts of 
power usage. 


Neither man would endorse cutting 


back on power usage to allow outdoor 
decorative lights, but for apparently dif- 
ferent reasons. 


McGarry, when asked If his office ap- 


proved outdoor lights if homeowners 
made equivalent energy use cutbacks, 
would only say "the President has re- 
quested citizens not use outdoor light- 
ing." 


Stava affirmed that Commonwealth 


Edison supported the President's position 
but emphasized Christmas lights use "a 
relatively small quantity of energy." 


STAVA SAID THE normal string of 12 


outdoor bulbs would use seven to eight 
watts of power each, or about 100 watts. 
That amount of electricity could be made 
up for by turning off one 100-watt bulb 
that would normally be on, during the 
time the Christmas'lights are lit. 


Stava added that the miniature indoor 


lights use even less power. A string of 25 
to 35 ligtits only uses about IB watts of 
power, said Stava. So five strings could 
be lit instead of one 100-watt bulb. 


COMMONWEALTH EDISON officials 


contend that the Midwest has "the equip- 
ment and fuel to meet all energy needs." 
Government officials, meanwhile, said 
energy should be conserved, in case Edi- 
son was called on to generate power to 
another area of the country in danger of 
a brownout 


According to Jack Stephens, district 


manager for the Northwest area of Com- 
monwealth Edison, the area does not 
face an energy shortage because its elec- 
tric generators rely on nuclear and coal 
power for 90 per cent of its needs, using 
oil and natural gas for the rest, both of 
which are in short supply.

SUBURBAN legislators see a lot in the. 


bill that will help Chicago and little to 
help ' the' suburbs. Under last-minute 
pressure in the Illinois General Assem- 
bly, a compromise bill was put together 
that left a lot of loopholes, local •legisla- 
tors say. 


Chicago will receive almost Immediate 


benefits from the bill through subsidies 


until the RTA is formed. The rest of the 
proposal will have to await the March 19. 
referendum, when residents of all six 
counties will be asked If an RTA should 
be formed. . 


Michaels said he would be extremely 


surprised if'the referendum doesn't pass 
overwhelmingly.

'Centre' law criticized by developer 


Constitutionality of an ordinance creat- 


ing Olde Sehaumburg Centre and a com- 
mission to govern the proposed historic 
district was questioned this week by the 
attorney for a local developer. 


Ellis Shaffer, counsel for Mor-Well 


Builders, told the village plan commis- 
sion he does not think an ordinance es- 
tablishing, a new classification for aes- 
thetic purposes is sound. The area reach- 
es roughly one-half mile in each direction 
of the Roselle-Schaumburg roads inter- 
section. 


"There are also serious constitutional 


problems inherent in the creation of this 
type of commission because one of the 
basic constitutional principles provides 
that a person's property cannot be taken 
away without due process of law," Shaf- 
fer said.

The same types of Information will be

be no new services to suburban residents

sit Authority system may be overhauled. 


Transportation expert Richard Mi- 


chaels of the Transportation Center of 
Northwestern University is certain that 
suburban residents won't get all .they 


want In an RTA. He says, however, that 
with propel management, the six-county 
RTA can at least give the suburbs an 
alternative to the auto for getting to and 
from work. 


SUBURBAN legislators see a lot In the

Many observers agree 
with him, because all votes will be tal- 
lied together for the six counties, and the 
weight of a heavy Cook County vote 
should be enough to carry It through. A 
few legislators fought for a referendum 
that would allow each county to decide 


individually whether it would participate, 
but their proposal was lost. 


STATE REP. Eugene F. Schlickman, 


R-Arllngton Heights, says a protective 
measure was altered that would have 
guaranteed that two-thirds of all money 
collected be spent in the county, where it 
wasrcollected. The "safeguard" now pro- 
vides only that the money be spent on 
services to the county. Thus, it could all 
be spent on rail lines only reaching into a 
party of that;county, and not providing 
any local service. 


Michaels says many pitfalls await the 


new board. Based on his observations of 
other regional authorities in the east, for 
example, he said the RTA "doesn't guar- 
antee it will satisfy any of the suburban 
demands."

Sentry Insurance Co. in Chicago, and will 
soon oversee five sales service offices in 
three states. 


"With the increased time needed to ful- 


fill my responsibilities for my job and 
the Increased travel," he said in his let- 
ter of resignation, "it becomes impos- 
sible for me to continue as a trustee." 


A trustee since 1969, Furst was the se- 


nior trustee on the village board. He 
served a four-year term, and was reelect 
ed last spring on the Village Party tick- 
et. 


A SUCCESSOR is expected to be 


named before the end of the year. The 
new appointee will serve until the April, 
197S, regular local election, when the two 
years remaining on Furst's term will be 
filled.

Furst was praised yesterday by Mayor 


Robert D. Teichert, who described him 
as "an outstanding trustee and a credit 
to his community. He'll be sorely 
missed." 


Fellow trustees also praised Furst. 
• Trustee George B. Anderson praised 


Furst's "good understanding of govern- 
ment. He's extremely informed on all 
matters," Anderson said, "he always did 
his homework very diligently." 


• Trustee Patrick J. Link character- 


lied Furst as "a stabilizing force on the 


board. I hate to lose a guy that has that 
much dedication to the community," he 
added. 


• Trustee Kenneth V. Scholten said 


Furst "always voted his conscience and 
what was best for .the village.. I don't 
think there's anybody who worked any 
harder than Don."

elementary school officials are wait- 
ing to see If tho Dlst. 214 Board de- 
cides to extend the Christmas vaca- 
tion before making the movo them- 
selves. That board Is to discuss the 
possible closing at its next regular 
meeting at 8 p.m. Monday In the dis- 
trict administration building, 709 W. 
Kensington Rd., Mount Prospect. If 
tho Dlst. 214 board votes to change 
Its calendar to lengthen the Christ- 
mas vocation, It Is likely most feeder 
elementary schools will follow suit. 


COMMENTING ON the possible 


action, Dlst. 214 Supt. Edward Gil- 
ben yesterday said that legally, "We 
can't just start changing our calen- 
dar and adding days on at the end of 
the year willy-nilly without paying 
our people over and above' their 
regular contract."

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Former Hoffman official 
admits he accepted bribes

Guilty pleas were entered yesterday by 


the fifth of six former Hoffman Estates 
officials Indicted on charges of bribery. 


Gerard L. Meyer, 42, a former village 


trustee, pleaded guilty to two counts of 
accepting bribes, one of filing a false In- 
come tax return and one of conspiracy. 
Meyer, 307 N. Bothwcll, Palatine, is to 
bo sentenced Jan. 15. Ho could be sen- 
tenced to a maximum 20-year jail term 
and fined up to $40,000. 


Meyer was Indicted Oct. 28 along with 


two former mayors, two other former 
trustees, Kaufman and Broad Inc., and 
former State Rep. Bernard M. Pcskin. 
All except Peskin and former trustee 
Herbert C. Gibson now have pleaded 
guilty to a share of the charges they 
faced. 


Pcskin and Gibson pleaded not guilty 


and are to appear In court Jan. 2 for 
scheduling of trials. Other charges 
against those who hove pleaded guilty 
arc to bo dropped when they arc sen- 
tenced. 


THE INDICTMENT originally charged 


Meyer with 11 counts of bribery and one 
each of conspiracy and filing a .false In- 
come tax return. It alleged he received 
bribes totalling $8,334 from Kaufman and 


Brood through Pcskin, the company's at- 
torney. 


Meyer was a village trustee from 1965 


to 1069, and Schoumburg Township clerk 
from 1961 until he resigned In December 
1963. He is now a vice president of Cook 
Electric Co., Wirccom Division, In Mor- 
ton Grove. He lived at 315 Milton Ln., 
when he held the village office. 


By the time Meyer appears before U.S. 


District Court Judge Frank J. McGarr 
for sentencing, four of his fellow former 
officials will already have been sen- 
tenced. Roy L. Jenkins, 45; Edward F. 
Pingcr, 46: James L. Sloan, 40; and How- 
ard (Jack) Noble, 52, arc scheduled for 
sentencing Dec. 18. 


JENKINS HAS pleaded guilty to seven 


of the original 14 charges he faced, and 
could receive sentences up to 35 years In 
prison and $70,000 in fines. Pingcr, Sloan 
and Noble each, pleaded guilty to two 
charges, and.each faces maximum pe- 
nalties of 10 years and. $20,000 in fines. 


Jenkins, now a resident of Reseda, Ca- 


lif., was village mayor from 1965 to 1969. 
Pingcr, now of Edmunds, Wash., was 
mayor from 1959 to 1965. Sloan and Noble 
were trustees from 1963 to 1971. Noble 
lives at 227 MlUon Ln.,.Hoffman Estates, 
and Sloan at 2803 Northampton Dr., Roll- 
Ing Meadows.

Most suburban observers feel the score 


on the new Regional Transit Authority 
legislation Is Chicago 1, suburbs 0. 


The next few years under RTA prom- 


ise no new services to suburban residents 
— only continuance of existing commuter 
and bus lines — while the Chicago Tran- 
sit Authority system may be overhauled. 


Transportation expert Richard Mi- 


chaels of the Transportation Center of 
Northwestern University is certain that 
suburban residents won't get all they 


want in an RTA. He says, however, that 
with proper management, the six-county 
RTA can at least give the suburbs an 
alternative to the auto for getting to and 
from work. 


SUBURBAN legislators see a lot in the 


bill that will help Chicago and little to 
help the suburbs. Under last-minute 
pressure in the Illinois General Assem- 
bly, a compromise bill was put together 
that left a lot of loopholes, local legisla- 
tors say. 


Chicago will receive almost immediate 


benefits from the bill through subsidies 


until the RTA is formed. The rest of the 
proposal will have to await the March 19 
referendum, when residents of all six 
counties will be asked if an RTA should 
be formed. 


Michaels said he would be extremely 


surprised If the referendum doesn't pass 
overwhelmingly. Many observers agree 
with him, because all votes will be tal- 
lied together for the six counties, and the 
weight of av heavy Cook County vote 
should be enough to carry it through. A 
few legislators fought for a referendum 
that would allow each county to decide 


Individually whether it would participate, 
but their proposal was lost. 


STATE REP. Eugene F. Schlickman, 


R-Arlington Heights, says a protective 
measure was altered that would have 
guaranteed that two-thirds of all money 
collected be spent in the county where it 
was collected. The "safeguard" now pro- 
vides only that the money be spent on 
services to the county. Thus, it could all 
be spent on rail lines only reaching Into a 
party of that county, and not providing 
any local service. 


Michaels says many pitfalls await the 


new board. Based on his observations of 
other regional authorities in the east, for 
example, he said the RTA "doesn't guar- 
antee it will satisfy any of the suburban 
demands." 


In Philadelphia, each division — rail, 


bus and suburban bus — operates inde- 
pendently, competing for budget funding 
and operating much as they did before 
regional organization, Michaels said. 
'"We should know within a year of the

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A warrior for nature 


It's an uphill battle to protect wilderness areas 


from 'progress,' but this lady won't give up 


by BETTY LEE 


Ann Fisher broke her toe trying to 


save the life of a white moth'and says 
she would do It all over again. ' 


It happened while she and her friends 


were moving boulders at a campsite and 
the moth flew beneath one of the large 
rocks. Rather than letting the boulder hit 
the insect, she stopped it with her foot. 


She's fanatic but sincere about the en- 


vironment She prefers a world where 
birds flash about In a jungle atmosphere 
with sounds of animals and birds like 
those from an old Martin Denny record. 
The thicker the underbrush, the more 
she feels at home. 


In Illinois and neighboring states she 


spends as much time as possible out- 
doors in what's left of wilderness country 
. . . parks, preserves and forests. At 
home, she's at 930-10 E. Shady Way in 
Arlington Heights, where she lives with 
her young daughter, Gall. 


SHE'S PETITE and soft-spoken and 


her unassuming manner often surprises 
people when she tells them she is fight- 
ing one of the more important battles of 
her life. Ann hopes to save portions of 
natural wonderland from being con- 
sumed. Her latest endeavor is to elimi- 
nate snowmobiles from state parks. 


With the boom of snowmobiles on the 


market, Ann was one of 50 persons from 
the state that formed the Illinois Com- 
mittee of Snowmobiles in Nov. 1972 to 
prevent these vehicles, from being used 
in state parks. 


In its report to the Department of Con- 


servation, snowmobiles should be prohib- 
ited at state parks because of air pollu- 
tion, adverse soil impact, energy con- 
sumption and danger to wildlife and ve- 
getation. 


"We're trying to get as much data sup- 


porting our reasons for this," she said. 
But In October, the Dept, of Conservation 
ruled that snowmobiles could be oper- 
ated in state parks. 


"IT SEEMS illogical because they're 


so energy-consuming," she said. "It 
takes gas to drag that thing to where you 
want it, and it takes gas to run it and if 
takes gas to just get to the site," she 
said. 


"People are consumers," said Ann. 


"They've had the consumptive type of 
recreation, that is, they have always tak- 
en something. Fishing's one and so are 
snowmobiles and vehicles. They don't 
think of hiking, bird watching or photo- 
graphy. These people who do these 
things are those who have disciplined 
themselves. Non-consumptive consumers 
are a minority." 


The members of the committee hope to 


gather enough evidence for next year. 
. They.also hope to exclude all-terrain ve- 
hicles, such as mini-bikes and swamp 
buggies, from state parks. 


Where should these vehicles be oper- 


ated? Any place where there are no wild 


animals and plant life. "Snowmobiles go 
so fast that you wouldn't appreciate the 
beauty and quietness of these parks any- 
way," she said. 


Ecology is simply the relationship be- 


tween a person and his environment and 
the current ecology movement is a more 
sophisticated way of- determining that 
relationship, she said. 


Growing up in Chicago, she learned to 


love animals. "I realized that if you want 
to save animals, you have to save the 
places where they live," she said. 


AS A YOUNGSTER. Ann spent most of 


her time outdoors, going to wild animal 
centers, anti-cruelty societies and forest 
preserves. "These animals don't hurt 
anyone, but there are plenty of persons 
that would do them harm." 


Saving Big Pine Creek in Indiana from 


the Army Corps of Engineers is.one of 
her greater concerns. A dam is planned : 
for flood control of the Wabash River. . 
Overhanging trees, turkey vulture nests, • 
red-headed woodpeckers and water clean 
and safe enough to drink right from the 
creek are some of the nature Ann wants 
preserved. 


"It's too beautiful to destroy," she-; 


said. "It's like when someone threw add 
on those Picasso paintings or the break- •' 
ing of Michelangelo's Pieta." 


To keep up with what is happening en- . 


vironmentally, Ann has stacks of maga- 
zines, new books and materials to go 
through in her spare time when she's not •• 
at work for Kaiser Aluminum & Chem- 
icals, Inc. in Rosemont Some nights are 
spent on seminars. She's a member of • 
the Sierra Club, the Illinois Audubon • 
Society, the National Audubon Society 
and the Canadian-American Wolf Defend- 
ers. 


"People ask me when I spend time- ;' 


with ray daughter," she said. "Since she •' 
shares the same interests, we're together - 
a lot of the times." Ann's daughter, Gail, . 
has done some work on her own. As a " 
fifth-grader, she went to Washington

Onetime Hoffman Estates trustee 
Ex-official admits bribe

Guilty plena were entered yesterday by 


the fifth of six former Hoffman Estates 
officials Indicted on charges of bribery. 


Gerard L. Meyer, 42, a former village 


trustee, pleaded guilty to two counts of 
accepting bribes, one of filing a false In- 
come tax return and one of conspiracy. 
Meyer, 307 N. Bothwcll, Palatine, is to 
be sentenced Jon. IS. He could be sen- 
tenced to a maximum 20-year jail term 
and fined up to $10,000. 


Meyer was indicted Oct. 20 along with 


two former mayors, two other former 
trustees, Kaufman and Broad Inc., and 
former State Rep. Bernard M. Pesldn. 
All except Pesldn and former trustee 
Herbert C. Gibson now have pleaded 
guilty to a share of the charges they 
faced. 


Pesldn and Gibson pleaded not guilty 


and are to appear In court Jan. 2 for 
scheduling of trials. Other charges 
against those who have pleaded guilty 
are to bo dropped when they are sen- 
tenced.

THE INDICTMENT originally charged 


Meyer with 11 counts of bribery and one 
each of conspiracy and filing a false in- 
come tax return. It alleged he received 
bribes totalling $8,334 from Kaufman and 
Broad through Peskin, the company's at- 
torney. 


Meyer was a village trustee from 1965 


to 1969, and Schaumburg Township clerk 
from 1961 until he resigned in December 


1953. He Is now a vice president of Cook 
Electric Co., Wlrecom Division, hi Mor- 
ton Grove. He lived at 315 Milton Ln., 
when he held the village office. 


By the time Meyer appears before U.S. 


District Court Judge Frank J. McGarr 
for sentencing, four of his fellow former 
officials will already have been sen- 
tenced. Roy L. Jenkins, 45; Edward F. 
Pinger, 46: James L. Sloan, 40; and How- 
ard (Jack) Noble, 52, are scheduled for 
sentencing Dec. 18.

Local Commonwealth Edison Co. offi- 


cials said they support President Nixon's 
request to "cut all outdoor Christmas 
lighting completely while curtailing In- 
door lighting." At the same time, offi- 
cials said Christmas lights use a relative- 


ly small amount of electricity and can be 


compensated for by turning off some in- 
door lights. 


"That's what most families do any- 


way," said Clem Stava, Com Ed's direc- 
tor of new information. "Whoever has 
decorative indoor lights or Christmas 
lights on their tree will leave other in- 
door lights off," he added. "So no addi- 
tional electricity is used," Stava said.

BOTH STAVA and Bart J. McGarry, 


assistant director of the office of energy 
conservation in Washington, agreed that 
those using decorative lights should pay 
close attention to the wattage listed on 
the string of lights and make up for the 
usage by cutting back equal amounts of 
power usage. 


Neither man would endorse cutting 


back on power usage to allow outdoor 
decorative lights, but for apparently dif- 
ferent reasons. 


McGarry, when asked if his office ap- 


proved outdoor lights if homeowners 
made equivalent energy use cutbacks, 
would only say "the President has re- 
quested citizens not use outdoor light- 
ing." 


Stava affirmed that Commonwealth 


Edison supported the President's position 
but emphasized Christmas lights use "a 
relatively small quantity of energy." 


STAVA SAID THE normal string of 12 


outdoor bulbs would use seven to eight 
watts of power each, or about 100 watts. 
That amount of electricity could be made 
up for by turning off one 100-watt bulb 
that would normally be on, during the 
time the Christmas lights are lit. 


Stava added that the miniature indoor 


lights use even less power. A string of 25 
to 35 lights only uses about IB watts of 
power, said Stava. So five strings could 
be lit instead of one 100-watt bulb. 


COMMONWEALTH EDISON officials 


contend that the Midwest has "the equip- 
ment and fuel to meet all energy needs." 
Government officials, meanwhile, said 
energy should be conserved, In case Edi- 
sori was called on to generate power to 
another area of the country hi danger of 
a brownout. 


According to Jack Stephens, district 


manager for the Northwest area of Com- 
monwealth Edison, the area does not 
face an energy shortage because its elec- 
tric generators rely on nuclear and coal 
power for 90 per cent of its needs, using 
oil and natural gas for the rest, both of 
which are in short supply.
